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GHINA SHOWING FIRMNESS. 


ls Less Complaisant in Dealing 
With Russia and Germany. 


Result of the British- Japanese Alliance 
—Von Buelow Denies Report About 


German Demands in Shan-Tung.

LONDON, March 4.—Dr. Morrison, the 
Peking correspondent of The Times, says 
that evidently the British-Japanese 
agreement, by giving a respite to China, 
has greatly strengthened the confidence 


* with which the Chinese Government can 


treat foreign questions. Knowing that 
an extension of Germany's rights in 
Shan-Tung is disapproved by Great Brit- 
ain, Japan, and the United States, the 
Chinese Government is stiffening its 
back against granting such an extension. 

The exclusive rights already granted 
to Germany, ten miles each side of the 
raijway lines, cover an area of 15,000 
square miles, yet, says Dr.’ Morrison, 
Germany is not content, and sends a 
Consul to Si-nan-Foo in order to extort 
from the Governor further concessions. 
Germany has also applied to the Director 
General of the Northern Railways for 
permission to continue the Si-nan-Foo 
line, now under construction, to join the 
Peking—Han-Kow line at Cheng-ting- 
Foo. It is not likely, says Dr. Morrison, 
that the permission will be granted. 

Dr. Morrison says the Chinese are also 
growing more resolute in dealing with 
the Russian demands. They persist in 
requiring that the evacuation of Man- 
churia shall be effected in one year, in 
successive periods of four months each, 
while the Russians demand three years. 
The Chinese also refuse to be prohibited 
from employing artillery in Manchuria. 

The correspondent goes on to say that, 
in spite of the expressed disapproval of 
the proceedings at the recent imperial 
gudiences, there is no doubt that the at- 
tention shown by the Emperor, and es- 
pecially by the Empress Dowager, to the 
foreign ladies and children has mate- 
rially increased the respect for and re- 
gard shown to foreigners by the Chinese, 
and has removed some of the former so- 
cjal barriers. Whether this effect will 
be permanent cannot be told, but the 
Chinese have never before been So will- 
ing to meet foreigners, and the Chinese 
officials in Peking were never before so 
friendly to aliens. 

Dr. Morrison adds that the insurrec- 
tion in Southern Kwang-Si causes in- 
creased uneasiness because of the in- 
competence of the commander who suc- 
ceeded Su-Yuan-Chuan. The latter long 
preserved order on the French frontier 
and maintained satisfactory relations 
with the French colonial authorities. 
The Chinese fear that, if the insurrec- 
tion threatens the Tong-King border, the 
French will interfere.

BERLIN, March 3.—In the course of the 
budget discussion in the Reichstag to-day 
the Imperial Chancellor, Count von Biilow, 
replied to questions raised by the vote 
asked for by the Government to maintain 
the German troops in China. 

The Chancellor said Germany had only 
economic and not territorial interests in 
China and Korea, and would not interfere 
in the quarrels of others. So far as Ger- 
many knew, the only effect of the British- 
Japanese convention was to maintain the 
status quo. Therefore it did not prejudice 
German interests, and did net affect the 
British-German Yang-tse Valley agree- 
ment. Germany only desired the “ open 
door.” 

The telegram from Peking published in 
London, declaring that Germany sought 
special concessions in China, was, said 
Count von Biilow, a canard. Germany “se- 
cured railroad and mining concessions in 
Shan-Tung Province in 1899, and she had 
no wish to acquire more than she could di- 
gest. Germany was not consulted before 
the conclusion of the British-Japanese con- 
vention. The German Government had been 
notified of the birth thereof, but it was 
not its godfather or its father. The garri- 


sons in China would be reduced as soon as 
the political situation allowed this to be 
done, but the premature recall of the 
troops would put Germany in an unfavor- 
able position, as she had no base near 
China, like the other powers. 

The vote was adopted. 


LONDON, March 4.—The Chancellor of 
the. Exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
answering a question in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, said the Government had 
heard that Germany was negotiating for 
metal ng. concessions in the Province of 
Shan-Tung, but had heard nothing of at- 
tempts to secure exclusive administrative 
privileges. 


Mr. Ingalls Denies He Has Resigned.

Botha Said to Intend to Cross to the 
Orange River Colony to Confer with 
De Wet and Steyn.

LONDON, March 4.—A correspondent 
of The Times who is with Gen. Bruce 
Hamilton sends a dispatch dated at a 
point near Amersfoort, (Southern Trans- 
vaal.) He says it is reported that Com- 
mandant Gen. Botha intends to cross to 
the Orange River Colony in order to 
meet Mr. Steyn and Gen. De Wet. This 
Statement is made by captured Boers, 
who also say that Acting President 
Schalk-Burger will try to be present at 
the meeting. 

Gen. Botha, says the correspondent, 
has recently withdrawn to the Vryheid 
(Southeastern Transvaal) district, it is 
said, because of the hustling he has ex- 
perienced on the high veldt, and has is- 
sued orders to the various commanders 
to follow him. Mr. Schalk-Burger has 
moved westward from his headquarters 
at Roossenekal. The correspondent 
thinks that Botha may have sought the 
low country only because Winter is com- 
ing. 

Col. Plumer, the @ispatch adds, took 
twelve prisoners near Standerton last 
Friday. These prisoners include two Ad- 
jutants and a signalman, who carried a 
dispatch from Britz to Botha. 


BRITISH FIRMS HANDICAPPED. 


Sir Benjamin Hingley Says Americans 
Have the Advantage of Being Able 
to Produce Continuously.

LONDON, March 4.—The Times says 
that Sir Benjamin Hingley, Bart., pre- 
siding yesterday at the annual meeting 
in Birmingham of the Midland Iron and 
Steel Wages Rees said that a great 
deal of inflated language was spoken 
about American methods, but that in re- 
gard to puddled and rolled iron the 
Americans were not much in advance of 
the British manufacturers, except in con- 
tinuous production. 

The Americans, said Sir Benjamin, 
were not subjected to the stoppage of 
work, as was the case in England.

Leader of the Party Wants No Member 
of It in the Ministry.

For two years the Parliamen- 
tary Socialists have remained a well- 
disciplined body behind M. Millerand, 
and it is certain that, without their sup- 
port, the Government could not have 
lived. Lately there have been signs that 
the Socialists in the Chamber felt it to 
be more prudent not to make the prin- 
ciple of Socialist participation in the 
Government of France an essential feat- 
ure of the coming electioneering pro- 
gramme.

THE BULGARIAN ELECTIONS. 


Campaign Has Been Waged with Un- 
precedented Bitterness.

LONDON, March 4.—The Bulgarian 
electoral campaign, says a dispatch from 
Sofia to The Times, has been waged with 
unexampled bitterness. In the absence 
of Prince Ferdinand the Council of Min- 
isters is invested with the Regency, but 
the supreme power has practically been 
in abeyance, as all the members of the 
Jovernment except the Minister of War 
went electioneering. 


The Stambulovists, who were formerly 


Russophobe, support the Government on 
the loan question. The present leader of 
the party explains that Stambuloff's 
policy was only directed against Rus- 
sian interference in the internal affairs 
of the country, which has ceased.

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BRITISH WAR OFFICE 
TRIED TO ECONOMIZE 


Appeals for Horses in South Africa 
Were Coldly Received. 


Blue Book on Remount Department 
Shows Continual Conflict Between 
the Generals and the Lon- 
don Officials. 


LONDON, March 4.—A Blue Book, con- 
taining dispatches and reports regarding 
the Remount Department in South Africa, 
which was issued last night, is considered 
the strongest: indictment of its own in- 
capacity yet issued by the War Office, and 
as going far to explain to the public the 
reasons why the war in South Africa has 
been so unduly protracted. This paper 
shows continual conflict throughout the 
war between the Generals at the front, ap- 
pealing for horses, and the officials of the 
War Office, who were endeavoring to limit 
the number of horses sent out. 

When the war broke out the Remount De- 
partment in Cape Colony consisted of one 
officer, fifty men, one veterinary officer, 
and 2,300 animals, and when the British re- 
verses came, a scratch remount establish- 
ment was hurriedly got together. This 


| proved itself utterly incapable of dealing 


| 


with the sudden demands. 

It appears that in August, 1899, Gen. Sir 
Frederick Forestier-Walker wired home 
that the opinion of experts Was adverse 
to mules. _ Again, in December, after the 
mishaps to Lord Methuen, Gen. Forestier- 
Walker suggested that no more American 
mules were wanted. After the disasters to 
Gen. Buller the Government first began ex- 
tensive purchases of remounts, and the 
strain caused chaos to reign in the Re- 
mount Department. 

The Blue Book shows that the percentage 
of losses in horses during their transit by 
sea was comparatively small, but great 
wastage arose from the fact that the 
horses were put to work too quickly after 
their voyage. 

After the capture of Cronje Earl Roberts 
wired urgently for remounts, 


in this country.”’ 

Again, on March 
repeated his appeal. 

Lord Lansdowne (War Secretary in 1900) 
at about this time was pfessing Lord Rob- 
erts to forecast the time when the supply of 
horses could be diminished. After Pretoria 
was captured Lord Roberts ‘‘ thought the 
supply of horses might be reduced 20 per 
cent."" He soon corrected this miscalcula- 
tion, however, and in August was urging 
the Government to send more horses. In 
the meanwhile Lord Lansdowne was 
equally urging the necessity of diminishing 
the demands for animals. 

In November, 1900, Mr. Brodrick (present.| 
War Secretary) came upon the scene with 
representations of financial necessities and 


the suggestion that, ‘““now that the harder 
position of the campaign is over, 
ply might be diminished. In March, May, 
une, and September of 1901 Mr. Brodrick ! 
wanted to diminish the supply of horses, 

Lérd Kitchener always replying that this 
was quite impossible. 

The Blue Book then sets forth complaints 
from the War Office of the wastage of 
horses through the inefficiency of the Re- 
mount Department, and Mr. 
wired last November, ‘‘ We cannot continue 
indefinitely to send from 10,000 to 12,000 
mounts a month to be used up by column 
commanders in a few days.” 

The final dispatch given by the paper is 
dated Jan. 15, 1902. It is from Lord Kitch- 
ener, and says that the number of horses 
sent is satisfactory. 

In the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
Brodrick announced that the Government 
was still dispatching 13,000 remounts 
monthly, but, according to the Pretoria 
correspondent of The Times, remounts are 
still badly wanted in South Africa. 

The Parliamentary paper refers to the 
American mules as being “the best re- 
ceived from any source, magnificent work- 
ers, and kept in condition under the most 
adverse circumstances." The American 
horses, the report says, varied greatly, but 
the majority were excellent.

DOMINION STEEL DROPS. 


Effect of the Proposed Issue of More 

Common Stock—Dominion 

Coal Soars.

MONTREAL, March 3.—The stock market 
watched Dominion Steel very closely to- 
day to see what effect the decision to 
issue $10,000,000 of additional common 
stock would have on its market price. The 
first trading was 3% points below Satur- 


day's close, which was 335. Liquidation 
caused the depression, and when that was 
over the stock rallied to 32%, and closed 
the forenoon slightly easier at 31%. 

The wonder of the market, however, was 
Dominion Coal, which soared to 98, after 
closing at 8% Saturday. The impression 
is gaining currency that something like a 
“corner '’ confronts the market. It is be- 
lieved that the stock has largely passed 
into strong hands, and that a great deal of 
it has been taken out of the market. It 
is believed, however, that the short interest 
has been much diminished during the past 
few days. 

This morning’s jump from 90 at the 
opening to 96 within a few seconds had 
all the appearance of having been brought 
about by a scramble of shorts to cover.

FIRE SCARE IN A HOTEL. 


The Marlborough’s Guests Alarmed— 
Partial Darkness and Interrupted 
Elevator Service. 


The many guests in the Marlborough Ho- 
tel, Broadway and Thirty-sixth Street, were 
alarmed early last evening by a report that 
there was a fire in the building. The alarm 
increased when partial darkness resulted 
from repairs to the dynamo which were 
going on in the cellar. 

Policeman Speeden of the West Thirtieth 
Street Station was on duty on his post in 
front of the Knickerbocker Theatre at 7 
o'clock when a man rushed up to him and 
pointed to the roof of the hotel and asked 
if there was not a fire there. 

The policeman looked up and said that 
he believed there was, for a tongue of 
flame was leaping up into the air. Speeden 
ran toward the hotel and on the way he 
met Policeman Hellman of the same sta- 
tion and Fireman John T, Brown of En- 

ne Company No. 26. Speeden asked 

rown to go into the hotel and up to the 
roof and see if there was a fire. 

Brown went into the hotel, but he re- 
turned in a minute and told Policeman 
Speeden that the clerk of the hotel had re- 
fused to permit him to go to the roof and 
had told him that the hotel was on fire. 
Then Speeden and Hellman rushed into the 
hotel, and, with Steward Lascar, ran to 
the roof, where, according to Speeden, they 
found a chimney ablaze. He declared they 
put out the blaze with a bag of rock salt. 

In the meantime the cry of “ fire’’ had 
been raised in the house and guests .ran 
from their rooms in great disorder and 
down to the office floor. To add to the 
confusion the hotel as indicated was in 


partial darkness and the elevators were j 


not running. Several women fainted upon 
reaching the office floor and it was a long 
time before the guests were quieted. An 
alarm had been sounded and the appear- 
ance of firemen in the hotel was another 
cause of excitement. The firemen found 
that their services were not needed. 

Employes of the hotel, including the clerk 
and the hotel detective, D. E. Madden, de- 
nied that there had been even so much as a 
fire in one of the chimneys, which Police- 
man Speeden said he had extinguished. 

Both the clerk and the detective said that 
a steam pipe had burst in the basement of 
the hotel, and that was all that had hap- 
pened. Madden added that there would 
have been no scare or panic among the 
guests of the hotel if it had not been for a 
“couple of fresh policemen”’’ rushing in 
and looking for a fire.

Boats Used for Street Cars—Citizens

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 3.— 
1865 has this city experienced such a flood 
as came last night, and the water has 
increased all day. Streets that were flood- 
ed last night are now buried. The water 
bubbles through the pavements and makes 
its way unobstructed both 

sides.

Spring, like a roaring mill The 
water, which is from two to six feet deep, 
is now flowing over the dam at Court 
Street from shore to shore, and there is 
some fear of its giving way. Main Street, 
at Exchange, under water, and every 
fire engine in the city is employed trying 
to pump, out cellars of office buildings to 
prevent ‘tthe fires from being extinguished. 
Business is suspended in all parts of the 
city, and the financial loss will be enorm- 
ous. ; 

Boats are used on some of the streets in 
place of cars, and the plant of the Central 
L. ight and Power Company is entirely sub- 
merged, so that the city is left in almost 
total darkness. Access to the Erie Station 
is impossible, and the Erie tracks are under 
water several feet. The big Armstrong shoe ! 
factory, the National Casket Company's 
factory, the Rochester Police Station, the 
County Jail, and many other buildings are 
flooded. Almost all the factories in 
city have had to shut down, as the cellars 
are flooded . 

Last night the river burst the retaining 
on Mount Hope Avenue, and many 
families were cut off. The entire right 
force of police were supplied with boats and 
spent the greater part of their time rescu- 
ing and relieving the sufferers.

AGED WOMAN RESCUED.

WINSTED, Conn., March 3.—After being 
held a captive two days by the freshet, 
Mrs. Kline, an aged widow living in Pleas- 
ant Valley, was rescued by men in a boat 
yesterday evening and taken to a neigh- 
bor’s. When Mrs. Kline arose Saturday 
morning, her home, situated in a hollow 
alongside the Farmington River, was sur- 
rounded by water from six to eight feet 
deep. 

Escape except by swimming was impos- 
sible. The nearest neighbor lived too far 
away to hear her cries for help, and her 
imprisonement was not discoverd until 
afternoon, She says she did not sleep a 
wink Saturday night, and every time a 
cake of ice struck the dwelling she ex- 
pected it would fall to pieces. 

Three bridges spanning the Farmington 
River were carried away yesterday by the 
water and ice. The passenger train on the 
Central New England Railroad, due here 
from Maybrook at 4:16 P. M., narrowly 
escaped running into a landslide at West 
Norfolk yesterday afternoon.

Brilliant Reception, Banquet and 
Ball in Chicago. 


Streets Ablaze With Lights—The Royal 
Visitor Makes Two Speeches in 


Chicago and One in St. Louis. 


CHICAGO, March 3.—A glare of red fire 
that could be seen for miles, the blaze of 
hundreds of torches, the sparkle of my-' 
riads of electric lights, and the cheers of | 
thousands of people made up the first dis- 
play of Chicago's hospitality to Prince Hen- 
ry of Prussia upon his arrival this even- 
ing. His train reached the depot of tha! 
Chicago and Alton Railroad at 6:30 o’clock, 
and from there, after he had been for- 
mally welcomed by Mayor Harrison and 
the Members of the Reception Committee, 
he rode through streets packed with 
dense crowds, whose cheers caused him to 
bow continually to right and left. 

It was the time of day when the streets 
were thronged to the utmost, when many 
thousands were leaving their places of 
business for the day. All of these people 
seemed to be congregating toward Jackson 
Boulevard to await the arrival of the 
Prince, and along the entire distance the | 
sidewalks were so closely packed that it | 
was with the greatest difficulty that the} 
line of policemen drawn up in front of the 
curb could keep the crowds from pushing 
across the street and encroaching upon ! 
the line of carriages. { 

The people were willing enough to stand 
behind the officers, but the trouble was |} 
that there was not enough standing room | 
for them all. 

Every building along the line, from the} 
depot to the Auditorium Hotel, was gaily | 
decorated with bunting, the prevailing 
scheme consisting of American and Ger- 
man flags intertwined, with the black eagle 
of Prussia over all. Many of the buildings 
had, upon their fronts elaborate devices 
made up of hundreds of electric nghts, 
There were ‘‘ Welcomes” by the dozen 
and hundreds of strings of gay-colored 
lights. No hint of the electric-light 
orations was given to the Prince until aft- 
er his carriage had passed over Jackson 
Boulevard Bridge, and then the lights were 
turned on suddenly, all at the same time. 

The torch bearers, who were German 
veterans, lit their torches at the same mo- 
ment, and from end to end of the Boule- 
vard, between the bridge and Michigan 
Avenue, two-thirds of a mile away, there 
was an instantaneous blaze from both sides 
of the street. 

The German Ambassador, 
Holleben, was the first to alight from the 
Prinee’s train. He was greeted at once 
by Dr. Walter Wever, the German Con- 
sul in Chicago, who was then presented to 
Prince Henry. Mayor Harrison was next 
pregented and formally received the vis- 
itorg on behalf of the city.

“In the year 1803 Chicago became a cen- 
tre of attraction by its famous exhibition, 
though to my“mind it is itself a permanent 
exhibition of American energy, courage, 
and enterprise. Also, gentlemen, have I 
been made to understand that there is a 
certain connection between this city and a 
certain useful animal, [laughter,] which is 
converted in the most artful manner and in 
less than no time into all sorts of shapes 
and forms to please and serve humanity.

After the banquet the Prince lingered for 
a short time in informal conversation with 
the members of the Entertainment Com- 
mittee, and then he retired to his room to 
prepare for the next feature of the pro-

of Chicago had arranged a choral festival 
in his honor. It was shortly after 8 o’clock 
when he and his suite entered their car- 
riages for their drive to the armory, which 
is a mile from the hotel. The streets along 
the way were crowded. 

Throughout the drive Prince Henry heard 
one confinuous-shout, which was eclipsed 
in volume when'‘he entered the armory, 
where 6.000 people, most of them born in 
the Fatherland or descendants of Germans, 
were gathered to meet him: Bands were 
playing, and a chorus of hundreds of voices 
was singing, but their efforts availed noth- 
ing, for the cheers of the multitude drowned 
all else. and for fully five minutes nothing 
but a discordant roar was audible. 


A GERMAN OVATION. 


Tt was the one chance of the German citi- 
zens of Chicago to have the Prince to 
themselves, and they made the most of it. 
The Prince and his suite were escorted to 
the balcony that had been reserved ;for 
them. The band played the German an- 
them, and then another outburst of cheers 
from the great throng within the walls was 
re-echoed by the crowd outside. 

The box occupied by the Prince was at 
the east end of the hall, and a canopy had 
been erected over it. It was carpeted with 
costly rugs, and the black eagle hung just 
over the head of the Prince as he advanced 
t9 the front of his box to bow his acknowl- 
edgment of the cheers that came up from 
below. Around him were seated the mem- 
bers of his suite and the local committee. 
At his right sat Consul Wever, and offhis 
left a number of prominent German édu- 
cators with their wives. Directly ufider 
the boX was a platform, upon which were 
seated the members of the chorus, under 
the direction of Gustav Ehrhorn. In front 
of the chorus was the orchestra, under ,the 
direction of Carl Bunge. : 

The female members -of the chorus, all 
of- them members of the Chicago Ladies’ 
Choral Society, were in the gallery above 
the male singers and directly facing the 
Prince. Surrounding the women were ‘Rhine 
hundred ex-members of the German army, 
all of them now American citizens. As 
soon as he thought the voices of his cherus 
could be heard above the cheers, Con- 
ductor Ehrhorn waved his baton, and the 
chorus started “‘ The True German Heart.”’ 
At the conclusion of the song Chairman T. 
J. Lefens read an address of welcome. .He 
said in part: 

“The American citizens in this 
blage whose cradle stood upon German 
soil are thankful for the opportunity af- 
forded them to express their sentiments to 
your Royal Highness and beg to assure 
you that they will always so shape their 
lives that, when at the end an accounting 
is asked of them as to how they have ful- 
filled their duties toward the country of 
their birth and the country of their choice, 
they can answer conscientiously: ‘I have 
loved my bride but never have forgotten 
my good mother.’ ” ? 

The Prince replied as follows: 

**] thank you cordially for the kind words 
which you have just spoken, but the most 
beautiful are those of our grand Fatherland 
and our people, which have just been de- 
livered. You should be the best of citizens 
here, but you should never forget that you 
are all Germans, or of German descent, 
and you should be good, loyal American 
citizens, the same as you were in the old 
country. 

‘You have left your Fatherland, but if 
you still have some love for the Fatherland 
then I ask you to give three cheers for the 
one who has sent me here as the repre- 
sentative of Prussia to bring these greet- 
ings, the German Emperor and King of 
Prussia.”’ 

Three cheers were given for the Emperor, 
and the Prince joined heartily in giving 
them. 

The chorus, accompanied by the orches- 
tra, then rendered ‘‘The Prayer Before 
the Battle’ in a manner that won the ap- 
proval of the visitors, for they applauded 
with enthusiasm, the Prince leading. After 
an original poem had been read by E. F. 
LL. Gauss the orchestra played the “ Battle 
Hymn of the Republic,” while the air was 
sung by the members of the female choral 
society. 

The audience was wrought up to a high 
pitch of enthusiasm by the song, and their 
shouting increased when the music swung 
into “The Star-Spangled Banner.” Every 
man and woman in the hall, including the 
Prince and his suite, were standing. 

The greatest precautions had been taken 
in all the arrangements at the armory, 
and nothing could have been smoother 
than the manner in which the plans were 
carried out. The people who came iate to 
the building, even though they were ticket- 
holders, were not admitted, and the door 
Was not opened after the Prince had en- 
tered, until he announced that it was time 
for him to leave for the ball at the Audi- 
torium. It was shortly after 10 o'clock 
when he left the balcony. 

“Notwithstanding the lateness of the hour 
the crowd, numbering at the least 50,000 
people, was still in waiting on the outside, 
and the reappearance of the Prince was 
greeted with the same cheers that had 
marked his arrival at the hall. Bowing 
to right and left as he entered his car- 
riage, he was on his way to the hotel in 
five minutes after leaving the palcony. 


THE GRAND BALL. 


The chief event of the stay of the Prince 
in Chicago was the ball. It was perhaps 
the most magnificent social event ever 
witnessed in this city, surpassing even the 
great ball given in honor of Admiral 


Dewey two years ago. The decorations ex- 
ceeded anything attempted in the Audi- 
torium betore. In the general scheme the 
German and American colors were freely 
mingled and formed the basis of the prin- 
cipal designs. The black eagle of Prussia 
and the Stars and Stripes were in evidence 
upon all sides, and nautical effects pre- 
vailed to a great extent. 

The unit for repetition was a boat’s prow 
and masthead, flanked on either side by 
panels bearing eagles and flags and by 
the banners of America and Germany. On 
each side of the ballroom were five of the 
boat prows, the base of each one being 
draped with the combined colors of the 
United States and Germany, through which 
gleamed hundreds of small electric lights. 
In front of each box on the sides of the 
ballroom were draped hundreds of flags. 

At the west end of the ballroom was the 
canopied box, occupied by the Prince when 
he was not upon the floor of the ballroom. 
lt was twenty-two feet in height and elab- 
orately decorated with the flags of the 
various German principalities, German 
Oe flags. and the yachting pennant 
of the Prince himself. Across the back of 
the box was thrown the flag of the Ger- 
man Admiralty. The canopy was white 
without and yellow on the inside. The bor- 
der was yellow, edged above with black and 
red and below with white. On a panel of

The hour set in the programme for the 
arrival of the Prince and his suite upon 
the floor of the ball room wag 10:30 o'clock, 
but.it wag fifteen minutes after that. time 
before he was ready. He had-been delayed 
somewhat at the doors of the armory and 
the hotel. On arriving he went to his room 
and made a few changes in his attire _be- 
fore reporting to the members of the Ball 
Committee that he was ready. In the 
meantime, the members of his suite had 
been assembling in the hotel parlors. They 
were attended there by the members of 
the Ball Committee, headed by Chairman 
Honoré Palmer. 

Mayor Harrison presented the members of 
the suite to Mr. Palmer, and then intro- 
duced the Prince himself, as his highness 
came from’ his room, ready to make his 
entry into the ballroom. The other distin- 
guished guests were escorted by other 
members of the Ball Committee, and a line, 
at the head of which Prince Henry and 
Mayor Harrison took their places, was 
formed. ‘When all was ready, the Prince 
gave the signal, the doors were thrown 
open, and the formal entrance ito the 
ballroom was made. 


THE PRINCE'S ENTRY. 


For nearly an hour 2,000 men and women 
had been in waiting for the entry. Before 
the guest's arrival nobody was allowed 
upon the floor except the members of the 
committee, who entered at 10:30, and, 


standing behind ws, streamers of bright- 
colored ribbon, awaited the arrival of the 
Prince.

dressed women. The entrance of the Prince 
into the hall was marked with the strictest 
formality;*and the presentation to Mrs. 
Harrison; ‘his official hostess, was made 
in a manner as quiet as it was dignified. /- 

As soon.as all the visitors had been pre- 
sented to the women .selected for their 
escort the Prince took Mrs. Harrisan to 
the head ofthe line and immediately began 
to promenade around the ballroom, stop- 
ping when he reached the front of the 
royal box. At. this moment the large or- 
chestra, almost hidden: from view by ‘a 
forest of growing alms and flowers, 
changed the march into the waltz ‘** My 
Fiancée.”” The Prince entered his box, es- 
corting Mrs. Harrison to the seat of honor 
beside him, and watched the dancing of 
several hundred couples with interest, 

CHATS WITH HIS HOSTS. 

He remained in his box for the greater 
part of the evening, talking for the most 
part with Mrs. Harrison and the other wo- 
men who were presented to him. There 
Was a constant throng about the box until 
nearly midnight. The Prince exchanged 
pleasant words with all who came to meet 
him, producing a most ‘pleasant impression 
by his pleasing and democratic manners. 
He was informed by Chairman Palmer of 
the Ball Committee that supper was ready 
for him whenever he wished to go to it, but 
he replied that he would be pleased to do 
whatever the members of the committee 
suggested, and said that his pleasure rested 
entirely upon theirs. 

At a signal from Mr. Palmer, the mem- 
bers of the Ball and Floor Committees: then 
began to clear the aisles leading to the sup- 
per room, and several members of the Na- 
val Reserves, who had been stationed about 
the hall, assisted in the work. The guests 
rose and remained standing as the Prince, 
followed by the members of his suite and 
the Reception Committee, passed between 
the two long lines of men and women on 
his way to the supper room in the Fine Arts 
Building, which adjoins the Auditorium on 
the north. 

Here, at the request of the Prince, all 
formality was laid aside, and for fully 
an hour before he retired to his apartments 
he met and spoke to several hundred peo- 
ple. He was plainly delighted at the op- 
portunity to mingle with hosts in this way, 
and took full advantage of it. 

During the day Mayor Harrison received 
the regrets of the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt at their inability to attend the 
Prince Henry ball. The missive was as

ST. LOUIS, Mo., March 3.—Prince Henry 
stopped in St. Louis nearly four hours this 
morning, and during that time he was key® 
busy following out the programme pre- 
pared for his entertainment by the local 
committee, From the time he entered the 
Union Station until his departure for Chi- 
cago he received a continuous ovation. In 
the only address he delivered he reiterated 
the statement, made in New York, that his 
mission to this country was to cement the 
friendly bonds between Germany and the 
United States.~ ; Sse 2 

The royal party arrived at 7:05 this morn- 
ing, the train being only a few minutes be- 
hind scheduled time. A short reception at 
the railroad station, the presentation of an 
address of welcome by Mayor Wells, a sim- 
ilar address by a committee of German 
army and navy veterans, and a short recep- 
tion preceded a drive through the business 
section of the city to the West End; where 
the St. Louis Club had prepared a breakfast 
for the Prince, his suite, and the Reception 
Committee. 

At the club, Mayor Wells presented to the 
Prince a‘easket-of sterling silver. orna- 
mented with trimmings of gold, and con- 
taining the address presented earlier. To 
this address the Prince responded briefly, 
after which the guests and committee rode 
in carriages through the residence section 
of the West End, into Forest Park, and to 
the waiting train, which had been hauled 
to that part of the city. At 11 o'clock the 
train left for Chicago. 

When the train of Prince Henry steamed 
into Union Station, at 7:07 o'clock, 
was a deafening welcome from factory and 
locomotive whistles and cheers from thou- 
sands gathered at the station. As the train 
stopped in the centre of the station, it was 
boarded by Dr. Rieloff, the German Consul 
and Mayor Wells. The Prince was greeted 
by Dr. Rieloff, who introduced the Mayor. 
After the exchange of a few words between 
them. Mayor Wells escorted the Prince 
from the train through double lines formed 
by the members of the Reception Commit- 
tee and police officers to the waiting room 
of the station. 

There Mayor Wells, with a few words, 
handed to the Prince the official address of 
welcome, engraved on a scroll of parch-

“have every reason for mutual esteem. 
They have no occasion whatever to be- 
smirch one another or dispute with one an- 
other. They have every interest to induce 
them to live in peace and friendship, based 
upon complete reciprocity. Even in the 
most remote future my eye perceives no 
point where the political ways of the Ger-

-VIGTIMS 6 YESTERDAY 


The Total Number on That State’s 
Death List Is Now Twenty. 


Rivers Are Receding, but Many Mines 
and Mills Are Closed—Great 
Property Damage. 


Special to The New York Times, 


PITTSTON, Penn., March 3.—After rag- 
ing thirty feet above the normal level all 
of yesterday, the Susquehanna River feil 
two feet to-day, and hopes are entertained 
that the worst of the flood is past. Three 
more drowning accidents occurred near 
here last night. A breaker boy, whose 
home was at Minooka, fell into the Lacka- 
wanna River and was swept away. A 
small boat containing two unknown men 
Was capsized at Kingston Flats, and both 
of the occupants perished. 

The damage has been great, and several 
of the mines are completely flooded. It 
will be months before they can be worked, 
and miles of railroad track have been 
swept away. All railway communication 
has been broken, and this city and the 
vicinity are isolated. The damage to mines 
and railroads here will easily reach half a 
million dollars and that to private property 
about $300,000. Many of the families who 
were driven yesterday from their homes 
are now back in their houses, the water 
around them having gone down. 

Several thousand head of cattle, en route 
to New York over the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road, were drowned while in the cars. 
Frank Shanisky, a Pole, who threw a 


small boy that had been teasing him into 
the river, narrowly escaped lynching at the 
hands of an infuriated crowd to-day. 


RAILROAD MEN DROWNED. 


Washed Away with Penn Haven Bridge 
—A School Teacher's Fatal Attempt 
to Cross Swollen Stream. 


HAZLETON, March 3.—Railroad traffic 
between Hazleton and Eastern points is 
badly crippled because of the washing 
away of tHe’ tracks. The Lehigh Valley 
Bridge at Penn Haven has been carried 
from its abutments, and the big White 
Haven Bridge, also on the main line be- 
tween New York and Buffalo, is down. A 
brakeman and conductor who had run a 
String of cars on the bridge on Friday to 
prevent its being carried away by the flood, 
were drowned, for the water rushed down 


the valley with such force that it swept 
away both the bridge and the cars. 

Trains on the main line of the Lehigh 
Valley will be run via Lizard Creek Junc- 
tion, New Boston, Pottsville, and Hazleton 
until the bridges are rebuilt. It may be 
two weeks before the line is again in run- 
ning order. Owing to the precautions taken 
at the mines to prevent a repetition of the 
December flood, the storm did not cause 
extensive damage at the collieries of this 
district. ; 

Franklin Eroh, a school teacher in Dorris 
Township, in trying to cross a _ bridge 
spanning a swollen stream, was swept 
away by the flood and drowned. 


WILKESBARRE’S LOSSES. 


Damage in Northeastern Pennsylvania 
$5,000,000—Twenty Have Perished 
in the Floods. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., March 3.—The 
great flood, which began to recede this 
morning, leaves in its wake damage to the 
amount of about $5,000,000 in the northeast- 
ern part of the State and has swept to 
death about a score of persons in the same 
territory. This list may grow as small 
towns, now isolated, are heard from. 

The water reached its highest point about 
midnight, remained stationary until day- 
break, and has been receding slowly since. 
It had driven 18,000 people out of their 
homes in this seventeen-mile_ valley, and it 
will be the end of the week Before most of 
them are able to return, as many of the 
houses are so racked and flooded that they 
will not be habitable. The homeless people 
are being cared for and are not suffering, 
but their loss is severe. 

At present Riverside, Firwood, Breslau, 
and estmoor are entirely under water: 
there is a five-foot flood in the main street 
of Plymouth, and half of Nanticoke, Pitts- 
ton, Kingston, and Edwardsville is sub- 
merged, while there is a lake two miles 
long and a mile wide in this city. The 
mines throughout this part of the State are 
in bad condition. In the Hazleton region 
almost every one is flooded, and in this 
section, despite the continuous use of the 
big pumpe, many have been flooded along 
the line of the Lehigh Valley Railroad. 

The Lehigh River, between Whitehaven 
and Mauch Chunk, (thirty miles,) has 
washed away or weakened every railroad 
bridge and destroyed every other bridge. 
A ten-foot stream of water poured a 
the Rockport tunnel and washed oyt the 

Numerous landslides have oc- 
curred. The Pennsylvania Railroad, Cen- 
tral of New Jersey, and the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western are all tied up by 
washouts and landslides, while the Dela- 
ware and Hudson, although badly damaged, 
has one track open by using temporary 
bridges.

DAMAGE AT HARRISBURG, 
HARRISBURG, Penn., March 3.—The 
Susquehanna’s rising has caused this city 
to suffer damage. South Harrisburg, be- 
low Paxton Street, is still flooded, and all 
lower end mills and furnaces have been 
forced te suspend operations. Paxton 
Creek Valley and part of the Tenth Ward 
are also under water. Railroad and trol- 


ley service is upset, and telegraph wires 
are down because of the break of the Camel 
Back Bridge. 

The Pennsylvania Steel Works have shut 
down, and the water has damaged the 
mines in Lykens Valley. The ennsyl- 
vania Railroad is still unable to run trains 
between Harrisburg and Middletown. The 
Cumberland Valley and Reading tracks are 
broken and traffic is at a standstill. 

As soon as the river reaches its normal 
level the Harrisburg Bridge Company will 
arrange to construct new piers to take 
the place of those washed away on the 
old Camel Back Bridge. 


Pittsburg Mills Read for Work Again. 
PITTSBURG, Penn., March 3.—The great 
flood is gone, and the turbulent waters of 
the .Allegheny, Monongahela, and Ohio 
Rivers are again within their natural chan-

VENEZUELAN PORT BOMBARDED 


PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, March 3.— 
The steamer Libertador, operating in the 
interest of the Matos revolution against 
President Castro, and whose name, it was 
recently announced, had been changed to 
the Bolivar, yesterday bombarded the Port 
of Guiria for the purpose of protecting the 
janding of insurgent forces there. 

Details of this action cannot be obtained, 
but it is believed here that the Government 
forces were defeated.

ing adopted. The Government forces at 
Carupano are actively engaged in placing a 
battery on a hill which dominates the an- 
chorage at Carupano. The guns have been 
taken from a Venezuelan gunboat. 


The Port of Guiril is in the Venezuelan 
State of Cumana, on the Gulf of Paria, and 
about 300 miles east of La Guayra. 

Carupano is in the State of Bermudez, on 
the Atlantk, and about sixty miles west of 
Guiria. Both ports are within about 100 
miles of Trinidad. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, March 3.—News 
has reached here that a revolutionary out- 
break occurred yesterday, in the vicinity of 
Valencia, capital of the State of Carabobo, 
Venezuela. The Government hastily sent 
troops to the disturbed district. 

It is also reported here that President 
Castro is sending numerous reinforcements 
to the Colombian frontier. The Government 
seems to have concluded that the situation 
on the frontier is serious. 

Loreto Lima, the Mochist leader, who was 
recently wounded, is dead.

Stockholders of the Union Traction Co. 


Philadelphia, Will Vote May 5. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 3.—The coali- 
tion of the Union Trattion Company and 
the new street railway company, organized 
under an act of the last State Legislature, 
was finally agreed upon to-day at a meete 
ing of the Board of Directors of the former 
corporation. The question will be voted 
upon at a special meeting of the stockhold< 
ers of the Union Traction Company May 5, 
and there is no doubt of the ratification of 
the project. 

The new company secured from City 
Councils the right to operate cars on all 


streets not occupied by the tracks of the 
Union Traction Company, which controls 
all of the lines in the city, and also ob- 
tained franchises authorizing the construc- 
tion of a subway and an elevated railroad 
on Market Street, one of the two principal 
business thoroughfares of the city, and to 
lay tracks on Broad Street. 

The chief promoters of this project were 
Congressman-at-Large Foerderer and John 
M. Mack, a contractor. The company an- 
nounced its intention of competing with 
the Union Traction Company, but Mr. Mack 
made a proposition to that company look- 
ing to the merging of the two corporations. 
Then Congressman Foerderer withdrew 
from futher participation, because, he said, 
the consolidation would pervert the object 
of the company for which he was acting. 

At the meeting of the stockholders the 
question of funding the floating debt of 
the company, amounting to $1,500,000, will 
also be voted upon.

TRAVEL BEING RESUMED 


Gradually Recovering 
from Effects of the Floods. 








Passengers Taken in Carriages from 
Stalled Trains— Service Showing 
Iimprovement—Damage Great- 


est in Years. 





The railroads are gradually and slowly 
recovering from the effects of the floods 
of the last few days, which were the most 
serious since the great floods of 1862, ac- 
cording to the statements of the various 
railroad officials. 

What the damages will mount up to in 
dollars and cents no one cared to guess 
yesterday, but it was generally admitted 
that the injury sustained by the railroads, 
both directly and indirectly, will reach into 
millions of dollars. 

The Lehigh Valley Railroad was the first 
to suffer from the floods. This was in part 
due to three dams which were erected 
Many years ago to make the Lehigh River 
navigable, and which were swept away. 
Tie water tore away bridges at various 
points. At White Haven one pier was de- 
moilished, and at Pennhaven Junction the 
entire superstructure was destroyed. 

in order to get through at these points 
the Lehigh Valley and the Jersey Central 
have made an agreement for mutual! benefit 
by which the Lemgn Valley wil! use paris 
of the Jersey Central tracks, and vice

United States Navy Department Orders 
Slaby-Arco Wireless Apparatus 
for Two Stations. 


BERLIN, March 3.—The United States 
Navy Department has ordered a complete 
outfit for two stations of the wireless tele- 
graph system of Slaby & Arco from the 


Allgemeine Electricitaets Gesellschatt of 
Beriin for the purpose of experimenting 
against the Marconi system. 

Signor Marconi, when seen at the Hoff- 
man House last night and informed of the 
action of the Navy Department, remarked 
that it was a wise thing for the Govern- 
ment to try as many experiments as possi- 
ble and that indirectly it was a good thing 
for his system. He added: 

“| don’t know just what the difference 
is*between the Slaby-Arco system and my 
own. As far as ! know, the two systems 
are very similar, but I believe that, though 
the German system does not have the 
power that we have, it is claimed that it 
has the advantage of cheapness. We, how- 
ever, controiling the greater number of 
patents, can afiord to maintain the price.”

Annual Report of the Company Speaks 
in Detail of the Great Tunnel Proj- 
ect and City Terminus. 





The Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
made public yesterday its annual report 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1901. The re- 
port, so far as the finances of the com- 
pany are concerned, is divided into two 
parts, the one for lines east and the other 
for lines west of Pittsburg. 

The total gross earnings for the entire 
system reached the sum of $198,626,S878.14, 
an increase over 1900 of  $23,300,524.44. 
After deducting operating expenses the net 
earnings are shown to have been $64,915,- 
491.89, an Increase of $10,175,414.88 over 
1900, After the deduction of all charges 
the net income of the entire system ap- 
plicable to dividends was $29,572,581.78. 

Besides the statements of earnings and 
the general balance sheet the report con- 
tains some detailed information about the 
various plans of the company. To New 
Yorkers perhaps the most interesting part 
of the report will be the one referring to 
the tunnel under the Hudson River. 

In this regard the report says: 

‘The board have long felt that your in- 
terests, as well as the convenience of the 
public, require the extension of your line 
into New York and the establishment of a 
centrally located passenger station in that 
city, through which the inconvenience and 
delays of the transfer by ferry will be 
avoided. The great cost of a bridge ex- 
cluded that plan, unless all the railroad 
companies whose lines terminate on the 
west bank of the North River would join in 
the undertaking. , 

“The alternative was the construction of 
a tunnel line; but the difficulties incident 
to the operation by steam of a tunnel, at 
the depth and with the gradients required 
by the topegraphical conditions, seemed to 


make that method almost. impracticable. 
Meanwhile, however, the successful opera- 
tion of a number of tunnels in different 


parts of the world by electric power indi- 
cated that a satisfactory solution of the 


problem might be found in the construction 
of a line, to be operated by electricity, un- 
der the North River to a terminal station in 
New York, and thence under the East 
River to a connection with the Long Island 
Railroad. 

“Preliminary investigations having fa- 
vored its adoption, it was thought best to 
proceed at once to acquire ground for a 
station upon the location selected. This 
has been done and the greater part of the 
necessary property purchased at a reason- 
able price. The importance and cost of this 
work, however, and the fact that novel en- 
gineering questions were involved, made 1t 
the duty of your beard, before proceeding 
further, to have the plans for construction, 
and in fact the whole subject, thoroughly 
studied by competent engineers. For this 
purpose a commission was created, consist- 
ing of five civil engineers eminent in their 
profession, namely: Col. Charles W. Ray- 
mond, United States Army, Chairman; Mr. 
Gustav Lindenthal, Mr. William H. Brown, 
Chief Engineer Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company; Mr. Charles M, Jacobs, and Mr. 
Alfred Noble. 

“This commission will supervise the 
preparation of all plans, and will have gen- 
eral control of the undertaking. The two 
members last named will ave direct 
charge of the work, which has been _di- 
vided into two sections, the North River 
section having been assigned to Mr. Jacobs, 
and the East River section to Mr. Noble. 
The study of the proses has already prog- 


ressed far enough to establish its entire 
practicability. The commission will have, 
in fact, a choice between several feasible 


plans. The cost of the work will be large, 
but your board are satisfied that the ex- 
penditure will be fully justified by the re- 
sults obtained.’ 

The amount of freight moved was 
243,408,085 tons, an increase of 24,331,658 
tons, while 104,471,301 passengers were car- 
ried, an increase of 20,704,855, 

During the year 220 employes were retired 
under the pension regulations of the com- 
many. The amount of allowances paid was 
$256,648.02, and the number of pensioned 
employes on the rolls 1,105. An increase 
is asked for this pension fund as an annual 
appropriation. ; 

“Owing to the exceptional demand for 
equipment growing out of the prosperous 
condition of the country,” says the report, 
“19,000 additional freight cars were or- 
dered.”’ 

The rest of the report is devoted prin- 
cipally to the recital of minor improve- 
ments made or contemplated. 


REAL ESTATE WAR ENDED. 


Brokers for Pennsylvania Railroad Ac- 
quire All the Land Necessary for 
Building Terminal Here. 
Yesterday's recorded real estate transfers 
indicate that a truce has been declared in 
what threatened to be a long war between 
the Pennsylvania Railroad on the one hand 
and group of real estate operators on 

the other. 

Some time before the Pennsylvania made 
public its plans for building a terminal in 
this.city, these operators, most: prominent- 
ly mentioned among whom have been Max 
Marx, A. M. Bendheim, and Nathan Wise, 
were so well satisfied that such a project 
was on foot that they acquired a dozen or 
fifteen parcels in the blocks to be covered 
by the proposed station. The brokers, who 
were buying the necessary property for the 


railroad, through a_ specially organized 
company, known as the Stuyvesant Real 


Estate Company, made what they thought 


were fair offers for the operators’ hold- 
ings. But the operators and the brokers 
had widely divergent ideas upon the sub- 


ject of values and there the matter rested, 
the Pennsylvania, through its agents, 
threatening fo acquire whatever land it 
needed by cohdemnation and the operators 
asserting their intention of contesting. such 
preceedings at every turn. 

Whic#! side in the controversy yielded 
the most and upon whose banner perches 
ihe larger bird of victory may never be 
known, but yesterday Nathan Wise con- 
veyed to the Stuyvesant Real Esate Com- 
pany twelve parcels in what have become 
known as the Pennsylvania blocks, namely, 
Seventh to Ninth Avenues, Thirty-first to 
Thirty-third Streets. The properties were 
conveyed as a whole for an expressed con- 
sideration of $140,000 over mortgages ag- 
gregating $239,000. The following transfers 
were made, the amount of existing mort- 
gages being stated in conjunction with 
each parcel: 226 to 232 West Thirty-sec- 
ond Street, 100 by 8.9, $102,000; 251 West 
Thirty-second Street, 25,1 by 109.10, $23,- 
HOO; 208 West Thirty-second Street, 25 by 
98.9, $14,000; S28 West Thirty-second Street, 
16.8 by 98.9, $14,000; 360 West Thirty-sec- 
ond Street, 16.8 by 98.9, $14,000; 235 West 
Thirty-second Street, 14 by 98.9, $12,500; 
2538 West Thirty-third Street. 25 by 8.9, 
$22,500; 384 Ninth Avenue, 24.8 by 83.3,

So far as is known, Brokers Douglas 
Robinson and Charles S. Brown & Co. have 
not encountered any other serious obstacles 
in their buying for the Pennsylvania ter- 
minal. The Stuyvesant Real Estate Com- 
pany has already taken title to considera- 
bly over 100 parcels, and it is said that with 
the exception of a few scattering lots all 
the necessary land has either been trans- 
ferred or is held under contract by the 
railroad's representatives.

“*T found, however. that the public mind 
had so identified the portrayal of that 
character with the performances of ac- 
tresses who have accentuated all that was 
morbid and unclean in the character of 
‘Camille’ that a false impression of the 
character prevailed. 1 am fully aware that 
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in Mrs. Hackett’s performances she ac- 
centuates only the poetic side of the char- 
acter, which, in my opinion, is the side of 
any character which should be shown be- 
hind the footlights: yet public opinion 
seemed so strong in its preconceived no- 
tion that ‘Camille’ is an unclean piay, that 
it is a waste of time to combat it, and con- 
seyuently I wired McKee and asked him to 
release me.”

ROMANTIC COMEDY 
AT THE EMPIRE 


Miss Margaret Anglin’s Success in 
“The Twin Sister.” i 


, 


Translation by Louis N. Parker from 
the German of Ludwig Fulda. 


The feature of the production of ‘“ The 
Twirl Sister’ last night by the stock com- 
pany of*the Empire Theatre was*thé suc- 
cess of Miss Margaret Anglin in the title 
réle. From her fitst step into prominence 
as the Roxane to Mr. Mansfield’s Cyrano, 
Miss Anglin has been known as an actress 
of distinct quality, and such parts as have 
come her way from the silently adoring 
housemaid in ‘‘The Only Way,” to the 
brilliant and ebullient heroine in ‘‘ The 
Wilderness," she has studied with keen 
intelligence and rendered with unerring 
skill. These parts, however, have been 
of a generally simple kind, requiring only 
genuine feeling in the conception and the 
simpler kind of technique im_ the acting. 

Miss Anglin's part last night was of a 
wholly different order. The demand for 
the expression of simple emotion was as 
and as varied as any previous occa- 
and in addition the part required a 
of related emotions and an ad- 
mixture of contrary emotions, such as puts 
the heaviest tax on histrionic skill. 

Yet, tangled and complicated as was the 
skein, Miss Anglin followed every thread 
with consummate skill, and by unerting in- 
telligence in interpreting just what the 
author intended rose to heights of comedy 
and of emotion rare as they were de- 
lightful. Again and again the audience 
responded with enthusiasm to the admir- 
able subtlety and strength she displayed. 

The play of “The Twin Sisters” is a 
translation in blank verse by Louis .N. 
Parker, with a few slight additions in the 
action from ‘* Die Schwillingschwester,”’ 
by Ludwig Fulda. It is the story of a hus- 
band who is bored. When he Waarried his 
wife he was ecstatically in love with her, 
but they have been married five years. 
Meantime she has borne him a son, and 
in the petty anxieties of motherhood she 
has forgotten to be,the comrade she used 
to be. As the wars are over he has noth- 
ing to do but lrunt, and as his wife is: pre- 
occupied with the child he has to hunt 
alone. He is.very bored. 

In comes 4 ntighbor, a roistering hache- 
lor, and tells him a plain,truth. A man is 
more than.a husbarid! This glittering gen- 
erality the bachelor reduces to a particular 
counsel that the husband take up with an- 
other woman—or women. The first comer 
is the pretty and silly wife of his hunting 
master, whom he promptly kisses. His 
wife comes in, and, realizing how things 
stand, takes matters into her own hands. 
She has a twin sister, like her in all re- 
spects, and whereas she herself is to go on 
a journey, this twin sister is to visit her 
and her husband for the first time. since 
she was married. In league-with the of- 
fended huntsman, she lays a plot ‘to leave 
her husband and then to return at once, 
pretending to be the twin sister. 

She scorns household cares now, and is a 
pattern of spirits and allurement. Both the 
husband and the bachelor fall madly in 
love with her. Yet every success with her 
husband implies a disloyalty to herself, 
and wounds while it delights her. 

The main situation here—the preoccupied 
wife and the bored husband with errant 
fancies—are commonplaces of fiction if you 
will, but the important fact with regard 
to them is that they are of universal in- 
terest and universal appeal. They require 
only high artistic expression to become 
literatures of the first order. The play in 
question is most delicious comedy, sim- 
ple and true in feeling, admirably formed 
and proportioned, carrying the interest un- 
flagged from act to act. Even the slight 
stretch of probabilities with regard to the 
twin sister is so deftly handled as to be 
almost plausible. Taken for all in all, !t 
one of the few really delightful plays 
of the season. 

One defect the performance had, and 
that was the manner in which the husband, 
Orlando, was played by Mr. Charles Rich- 
man. Robust and commanding as Mr. 
Richman always is, he has not yet shown 
the intelligence in comedy required by the 
kind of parts he has lately taken. Last 
night his fundamental conception of the 
part—if he had any fundamental concep- 
tion—was ttterly wrong. <The play was a 
romantic comedy—genuine in feeling, it is 
true, and, with all ‘fts vagaries and im- 
probabilities of action, stiH closely related 
to ordinary human life—but none the less 
it was a romantic comedy, and, inoreover, a 
comedy in verse. 

If Mr. Richman had been playing the tru- 
ant husband in a dark and direful problem 
play he could not have been heavier and 
more unredeemed by humor. As played in

Germany Orlando is lightness itself; he is 
as bad as bad can be; but he is bubbling with 
delight at his own wickedness. Poor fel- 
low, he has been so bored! Among a thou- 
sand details in. business in which the dif- 
ference appears one will suffice in illustra- 
tion. When Mr. Richman kisses the hunts- 
man's wife he first walks about the room 
to see that nobody is looking—then kisses 
her as if he were doing something he had 
been told to do. The true spirit of this 
scene is the reckless abandon of a bored 
man. And it should be made clear that 
kiss is a primrose—a primrose on the way 
to the everlasting bonfire, to be sure, but 
still a primrose. It is only by conceiving 
such things frankly and in the spirit of er- 
rant human nature that they become seem- 
ly. 

Aside from Mr. Richman the company 
acquitted itself well. Mr. E. Y. Backus 
was admirable as the old bachelor—Para- 
bosco by name. Mr. William Courtenay 
and Mr. George Osborne, Jr., and Mr. W. 
H. Crompton acquitted themselves with 
their customary skill. Miss Lillian Thur- 
gate was acceptable as the huntsman’'s 
wife. 


“AIDA” AT THE OPERA. 


Verdi's *‘ Aida” has this season enjoyed 
something like the popular favor which it 
really deserves. It was sung once again 
at the Metropolitan Opera House last night 
and was heard by one of the Mirgest audi- 
ences of the season. The boxes were espe- 
cially brilliant in appearance. The causes 
which have given “‘ Aida’’ especial promi- 
mence this season are not at all diffi- 
cult to discover. They had their roots in 
the stirring performances of last Winter, 
when Mr. Jean de Reszke utilized the réle 
of Radames to demonstrate that the pleni- 
tude of his voice was unimpaired. Those 
performances attracted new attention to 
the familiar work and served to emphasize 
its beauties. 

This year the company contains two 
Aidas, as it did last year, but they were 
Mmes. Gadski and Eames, of whom the 
latter was not heard last seasom Mr. 
de Marchi, the tenor, made his principal 
success as Radames, and Mme. Homer 
proved an attractive Amneris. The first 
performance of the season was one of such 
splendid spirit that it set the town talking 
once again about Verdi’s great work. At 
the next performar ve the. interest was still 
greater. The result was that ‘ Aida ”’ took 
its place as one of the most attractive fea- 
tures of the list. 

The performance of last evening did not 
disclose any new thing, but it served to 
show in a most favorable light Mme. Emma 
Eames'’s impersonation of the African Prin- 
cess. A more beautiful Aida never greeted 
the eye. Costume and make-up are ad- 
mirable. The figure, too, is exquisitely 
suited to the réle, and its fitness is aided 
by the costume. When Mme. Eames first 
sang Aida she contented herself with a 
careful and artistic delivery of the music. 
Since that time, however, she has so com- 
pletely mastered the music that she now 
sings it with freedom and in the ensembles 
with surprising penetration of tone.

bituminous coal roads, for the purpose of de- 
veloping the territory tributary thereto. 

On the United Railroads of New Jersey Divis- 
ion, the Passaic Branch of the New York Bay 
Railroad around Newark was finished, and the 
main line of that road constructed to the bay: 

The elevation of your tracks through Newark 
and New Brunswick is being pushed forward and 
the new bridge at Trenton will be erected this 
year. 

The bulkheads and piers at Greenville are im 
process of construction, to accommodate your 
traffic destined to and beyond Long Island and te 
points on New York Harbor. 

Your pier facilities at Greenwich and Shacka- 
maxon Street, Philadelphia, have been improved! 
and extended, and large purchases of real estate 
and right of way have been made at various 
points, 

Large sums have also been expended in re= 
building and increasing your passenger equip= 
ment and providing additional motive power. 

The total amount of these expenditures during 
the year upon your Main Line between New 
York and Pittsburgh, and the branches operated 
in connection therewith, including $5,006,317.86 
for equipment, was $17,361,351.30. Of this amount 
$5,000,000 was provided by the fund set aside 
from the income of 1900, $10,824,594:66 Was 
charged against the income of the past year, and 
$5,586,756.64 against the premium received from 
the stock allotment. Additional expenditures 
upon the branch roads amounting to $3,404,612.50 
were met by the several Companies out of their 
own resources. 

The extraordinary expenditure during the cur- 
rent year will be largely confined to the work 
now under way, covering the improvements on 
the passenger line between Broad Street Station, 
Philadelphia, and Overbrook, the completion of 
office building, train shed, and thee terminal im- 
provements at Pittsburgh, and the completion of 
the four-track system between Duncannon and 
Aqueduct, Lewiston Narrows and Mifflin, and 
Mount Union and Mill Creek on the Middle Divis- 
ion, and between Wilmore and Summerhill, La- 
trobe and Beattys, and Larimer and Stewart on 
the Pittsburgh Division. 

It will, however, also be necessary to improve 
the passenger station at Harrisburg, to construct 
a new single track tunnel at Gallitzin and here- 
after rebuild the old tunnel, and to improve the 
Port Perry bridge and tunnel so as to accommo- 
date the traffic passing to and from the Pitts- 
burgh, Virginia and Charleston Railway. 

The elevation of the road through Newark, New 
Brunswick, and Trenton will require considerable 
outlay, as well as the extension of the New York 
Bay Railroad to Greenville and the construction 
of the necessary facilities at that point. 

The piers at Jersey City used by steamers en- 
gaged in ocean traffic require renewal and im- 
provement, and your piers at Philadelphia will 
need additional outlay. 

It will be noted that the sum of $5,000,000 has 
been transferred to the Extraordinary Expendi- 
ture Fund, to be applied to these general pur- 
poses, 


The Board have long felt that your interests, 
as well as the convenience of the public, require 
the extension of your line into New York and the 
establishment of a centrally located passenger 
station in that city, through which the incon- 
venience and delays of the transfer by ferry will 
be avoided. Various methods of accomplishing 
this result have at different times been consid- 
ered. The great cost of a bridge excluded that 
plan, unless all the railroad companies whose 
lines terminate on the west bank of the North 
River would join in the undertaking. Efforts 
were made tq brifig this about, and your Board 
offered te co-operate with the other companies 
to that end, but the project failed to receive the 
necessary support. The alternative was the con- 
struction of a tunnel! line; but the difficnities 
incident to the operation by steam of a tunnel, 
at the depth and with the gradients required by 
the topographical conditions, seemed to make 
that method almost, if not quite, impracticable. 
Meanwhile, however, the successful operation of 
a number of tunnels in different parts of the 

world by electric power, notably the perfect 

working of the Orleans Railway Extension in 
Paris, indicated that a satisfactory solution of 
the problem might be found in the construction of 
a line, to be operated by electricity, under the 
North River to a terminal station in New York, 
and thence under the East River to a connection 
with the Long Island Railroad; the tunnels to be 
of such dimensions as to admit of the passage of 
your standard trains, and electric motors to fur- 
nish the power for the transfer of the trains 
through the tunnels. 
This plan has a great edvantage over ,the 
bridge, in that it provides a direct connection’ be- 
tween your system west of the river and the Long 
Island Railroad, and gives to that road the bene- 
fit of a terminal station in New York. Prelim- 
inary investigations having favored its adoption, - 
it was thought best to proceed at once to acquire 
ground for a station upon the location selected. 
This has been done and the greater part of the 
necessary property purchased at a reasonable 
price. The importance and cost of this work, 
however, and the fact that novel engineering 
questions were involved, made it the duty of your 
Board, before proceeding further, to have the 
plans for construction, and in fact the whole sub- 
ject, thoroughly studied by competent engineers. 
For this purpose a commission was created con- 
sisting of five civil engineers eminent _in their 
profession, namely:—Col. Charles W. Raymond, 
United States Army, Chairman; Mr. Gustav Lin- 
denthal: Mr. William H. Brown, Chief Engineer 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company; Mr, Charles M. 
Jacobs, and Mr. Alfred Noble. 
This commisston will supervise the preparation 
of all plans, and will have general control of the 
undertaking. The two members last named will 
have direct charge of the work, which has been 
divided into two sections, the North River section 
having been assigned to Mr. Jacobs and the East 
section to Mr, Noble. The study of the 
already progressed far enough to 
establish its entire practicability. As soon as the 
problem of building a tunnel under the North 
River was seriously dealt with, its supposed diffi-« 
culties largely disappeared, and the commission 
will have, in fact, a choice between several 
feasible plans. The cost of the work will be 
large, but your Board are satisfied that the ex- 
penditure will be fully justified by the results 
obtained. In undertaking such a work your 
Board has relied upon the cordial co-operation 
of the communities which will. be so largely 
benefited by its completion, and they feel assured 
that such proper legislation as may be necessary 
to consummate the project will have the support 
of the authorities both of the State and City of 
New York. 

Under ‘the provisions of an Act of Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania of March 
29d, 1901, authorizing the absorption by one rail- 
road company of other lines connecting there- 
with in which it has an ownership of two-thirds 
of the capital stock, it is proposed to consolidate 
with the lines of your Company the Schuylkill 
and Juniata and Trenton Cut-Off Railroads, in 
whieh your Company is the sole shareholder.

| Says He Bought Mercury Tablets for 


Him—Denies He Is to Receive 
Money for Testifying. 


Joseph Mayer, once Albert T. Patrick's 
office boy, was the chief -witness against 
his former employer yesterday at the be- 
ginning of the sixth week of Patrick's trial 
for the murder of William Marsh Rice. 
Mayer has never testified in the case be- 
fore. He was subpoenaed by the prosecu- 
tion at the preliminary hearing, but was 


! not called. Subsequently he went abroad, 


| 


and in Berlin made a statement to the 
United States Consul of all he knew of the 
case. His expenses in returning to this 
country, he says, were paid by the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office. His direct exami- 
nation was conducted by Assistant District 
Attorney Garvan. 

Q.—What were your duties in Patrick’s office? 


A.—I copied, mailed, and filed letters; ran er- 
rands, attended the telephone; made myself gen- 


erally useful, 

Q.—Where are you employed now? A.—In 
Col, R. G. Monroe’s office. Mr. Garvan got me 
the position. 

Q.—Did you ever see Jones in Patrick's office? 
A.—Yes. First in June, 1900. After that about 
three times a week. 

Q.-—-Did you have any instruction from Patrick 
regarding Jones's visits? A.—Yes. To let no 


one into Patrick's office while Jones was there. | 


If any one called, to telephone Patrick from the 
outer office. 

Q.—What instruction regarding the mail? A.— 
He said 1 was to drop his mail into the slot in 
his desk; that he got mail from both sides (in the 
Holt case) and didn’t want anybody to gel at this 
mail. I never filedany letters from Rice to Patrick. 
I saw one envelope with Rice’s card thereon. I 
never took any messages from Patrick to Rice’s 
house. J never heard Patrick mention Rice's 
name until after the latter’s death. Dr, Curry 
I saw in Patrick's office about ten times during 
the Summer of 1900. I went to the safe deposit 
vault with Patrick. He told me to tell no one, 
not even my maether, that he had rented a box 
there. 

Q.—Did you have any talk with Patrick after 
his arrest about any statement? A.--Yes. I 
made a statement to Mr. Campbell in Cantwell 
& Moore's office. 

Q.—Did you ever see any writing in Patrick's 
office with Rice’s name on it? A.—Yes. I saw 
a small slip of paper with “* W. M. Ricé”’ writ- 
ten on it on his desk, There was nothing else 
on it. I told Patrick. He said it was of no 
importance; not to mention it unless asked about 
it at the examination, as there was no use 
putting things in the District Attorney's mouth, 

Q.—Did he tell you the more questions you an- 
swered, ‘*‘ I don't remember,"’ the better it would 
be for all concerned? A.—Something like that. 

Q.—Did you ever copy any letters directed to 
Rice? A.—No. 

Q.—Did Patrick have a personal bank account? 
A.—No, He had an account Albert T. Patrick, 
Trustee, at a trust company. 

Mr. Garvan asked if Patrick had not 
told him to say, if questioned, that he had 
seen him take some medicinal tablets that 
all Texans took. Mayer said he did not 
recollect. Mr. Garvan read his statement 
made before the United States Consul in 
Berlin. In this Mayer stated that Patrick 
told him the tablets he and all Texans 
took contained mercury. Mayer said that if 
this statement appeared, he had said it, 
and that it was true. 

Q.—Did you ever see any oxalic acid in 
Patrick's office? A.—Yes. He kept a bottle of 
powdered alum in the outer office. 

Mr. Moore cross-examined the witness. 


Q.—Didn't Patrick say to you: “If you are 
subpoenaed simply answer the questions put 
you. You need tell nothing you do not know ’’? 
A.—Yes. He said the less I knew the better it 
would be, 

Q.—To Mr. Campbell didn’t you say you had 
seen several letters from Patrick to Rice? A.— 
Well, that statement there (Mr. Moore held it) 
was suggested to me by Mr. Campbell. I merely 
answered questions. 

Q.—Then the statement as to the letters is 
false? A.—Yes. I merely made that state- 
ment to satisfy them. I did not sign it. 


Mr. Campbell gave me to understand ‘he 
wanted me to answer to satisfy him. No 
stenographer took it down. Mr. Campbell 
wrote the questions and the answers with 
a pencil. I don’t think the question was 
put as you have read it. This answer 
seemed to disconcert the examiner some- 
what. He immediately returned to the at- 
tack, however.

FLOUR MILLING CO. CASE. 


Vice Chancellor Pitney Decrees that 
Trust’s Properties Must Be Soild 
for Not Less than $3,500,000. 
Argument on the rule to show cause 
granted to minority stockholders in the 
United States Flour Milling Company, di- 
recting the Central Trust Company to show 
cause why it should not be restrained from 
selling the fourteen milling properties 
owned by the company in mortgage fore- 
closure proceedings, was continued before 
Vice Chancellor Pitney yesterday, in Jer- 
sey City. The court decided to make a 
decree that the company’s properties and 
securities be sold for not less than the 
upset price of $3,500,000. If the bondhold- 
ers’ committee is dissatisfied, its members 
may come before the court next Monday 


and move for a modification of the decree. 

Richard V. Lindabury argued for the 
Central ‘Trust Company and _ ex-United 
States Attorney General John W. Griggs 
for the complaining stockholders, who re- 
gard the fixing of the upset price as a 
victory. Mr. Lindabury opposed it. 

The court commented on the absence of a 
representative of the bondholders’ Reorgan- 
ization Committee. Mr. Lindabury said he 
did not represent the committee. He said 
he did not consent to the decree. He 
thought the court ought to make a decree 
just as if there had been no combination 
of creditors. The combination of creditors, 
he declared, had been necessary. 

Mr. Griggs said this was not an ordinary 
mortgage foreclosure. It was a pure equity 
ease, If the property is sold by direction 
of the court the price should be determined 
by the court in advance. 

The court and the lawyers went over an 
estimate of the value of the milling prop- 
erties. This estimate put the agg te 
value of the fourteen mills at $2,750,000. 
The mills of the Hecker-Jones-Jewell Mill- 
ing Company, in Staten Island, New York, 
and Brooklyn, the most valuable in the 
company, were estimated to be _ worth 
$1,000,000. The Imperial Mills, at Duluth, 
were valued at $60,000, the Minneapolis 
mills at $300,000, and the Lake Superior 
mills at $175,000. The smallest value was 
$15,000, placed on the Baldwinsville mills. 
The values of the other mills were from 
$75.000 to $100,000, ;

Supt. Stewart Says There Are | 
Scores of Fire Traps. 


He Proposes to Secure Fifty Inspectors 


to Examine Hotels, Theatres, 


Stores, and All Resorts. 


Superintendent Perez M. Stewart of the 
Bureau of Buildings has formed a plan 
for the establishment of a Bureau of Pub- 
lic Safety in his department, in which fifty 
Inspectors are to be employed to examine 
hotels, theatres, department stores, and 
other places where large crowds of people 
assemble. The Superintendent will ask the 
Board of Estimate for an appropriation of 
$50,000 a year for this purpose. 

Mr. Stewart declared yesterday that the 
loss of life in the Park Avenue Hotel could 
have been prevented. He added: 

““T am no alarmist, but I am convinced 
that if a system of special inspection of 
buildings is not adopted in this city, fires 
will occur accompanied by even a greater 
loss of life than that which resulted in 
the Park Avenue, Among the hundreds of 
old buildings in Manhattan there are scores 
of fire traps which need to be watched and 
about which additional safeguards must be 
thrown. There are also hotels of modern 
construction which, in case of fire, would 
be converted into fiery tombs. Most of 
these hotels are ‘fire-proof.' They are 
constructed of iron, steel, and stone. 

“ But it is not the building material alone 
which is a source of danger. The Palisades 
over yonder on the Hudson might not be 
destroyed by fire, but the frame Houses 
built upon them might be swept away 
the flames. So long as inflammable ma- 
terials are used for interior decorations no 
building can be accurately described as fire- 
proof. To make them safe it is necessary 
to compel the owners to put up fire-escapes 
and to afford other means of egress in 
case of fire.”’ 

President Cantor, when seen in regard to 
Mr. Stewart's plan, said: 

“I have not received the report Su- 
perintendent Stewart yet. When I do, I 
shall ask the Board of Estimate for funds 
to carry out this inspection. He suggests 
fifty Inspectors at $1,000 a year each for 
Manhattan, 

“The Board of Estimate will be 
erned in the amount of the appropriation 
by the existing needs. Fifty may not be 
required for Manhattan. Brooklyn has 
fewer so-called ‘fire-proof’ hotels, apart- 
ment houses, and tenements than Manhat- 
tan, I know, and suitable provision must 
be made for all boroughs.” 

“Ts it not the duty of the Fire Depart- 
ment to make such inspections?’’ he was 
asked. 

“I don't know where the duties of either 
the Building Department or of the Fire De- 
partment begin or end with regard to these 
inspections,’’ was the reply. 

“Can you secure suitable Inspectors for 
$1,000 a yeur? What kind of men would 
you appoint as Inspectors?” 

“Masons and bricklayers—in fact, any 
kind of mechanics who have a knowledge 
of the Building Code. Integrity must, how- 
ever, be the prime qualification. We would 
want men who couid not be unduly influ- 
enced . The law should be enforced in all 
its provisions.”’

The public is familiar with the contest 
‘ over the Governor's bill taking the man- 
agement of the State Insane Asylums 
out of the hands of local Boards of Man- 
agers and vesting the powers heretofore 
exercised by them in a State officer 
appointed by himself. In the memoran- 
dum giving his reasons for signing 
the enacted bill, the Governor brought 
against the system of local board man- 
agement many charges of a grave na- 
ture, which were promptly refuted and 
swept aside by the reply of the State 
Charities Aid Association. But the Gov- 
ernor had succeeded in giving serious 
offense to a large number of persons of 
standing and prominence associated with 
the local boards throughout the State. 
The attention of the people, moreover, 
had been attracted to the purpose and 
effect of the act-—the increase of the 
Executive power. . 

Under discussion and consideration 
Gov. ODELU’s bill, now in the hands:of 
Mayor Low, giving to him the exclusive 
power 


judicial department, 
position of a degree and kind which, 
we should suppose, would cause him to 
withhold his signature. The bill is al- 
most universally construed as an assault 
upon the independence of the judiciary. 
Its effect is to make the bench a part of 
Gov, ODELL’s political machine. 

In its comments upon Goy. ODBELL’s 
letter to District Attorney JEROME, which 
it criticises as an undue assumption of 
authority, our neighbor The Sun says: 
"We confess we do not like this con- 
stant grasping on the part of the Em- 

: pire State Executive in every direction 
for more power.” 

Various are the ways in which the 
hopes of ambitious statesmen are blast- 
ed. The boss may withdraw his support, 
the people their confidence. Mr. PLatt, 
by title, if not in fact, is still the leader 
of the Republican Party in this State. 
If Gov. ODELL has opposed the wishes or 
incurred the displeasure of Mr. PLatt, 
he may share the fate of Gov. BLAck, 
_'who was easily defeated in the conven- 
‘tion by the powerful boss; or, confident 
of his strength and aspiring to the lead- 
ership himself, he may defy Mr. Piatt, 
possibly carrying off the nomination in 
spite of him. In that case the returns of 
the election might be read by Mr. PLattr 
with grim satisfaction and by the Gov- 
ernor with deep dismay. If, in the judg- 
ment of Mr. PLaTt, Gov. ODELL’s “ grasp- 
ing in every direction for more power” 
has so excited the distrust of the people 
as to make him unavailable, he might 
successfully use that argument in the 
convention to prevent his nomination. 

These speculations relate to events still 
some months away. They have a bear- 
_ing, however, upon the fate of a measure 
of no little importance, one of the Gov- 
ernor’s measures, which must shortly 
come up for consideration in the Legis- 
lature. We refer to the bill providing for 
the expenditure of $28,500,000, now in- 
creased, we believe, to some $31,000,000, 
for the improvement of the canals. Gov. 
ODELL must very soon decide whether 
he will support this bill or abandon it. 
Either course will have its risks. It is 
very well known that the policy of canal 
_improvement excites no enthusiasm in 
those interior counties to which the Re- 
‘publican Party must look for its majori- 
ties. Gov. ODELL’s predecessor was not 
et all confident that a project of large 
canal expenditure could be carried 
against the vote of these counties. Be- 
sides, the people of the State have not 
forgotten that under a former Republi- 
can administration $9,000,000 of their 
money was absolutely wasted upon a 
plan of canal improvement undertaken 
in stupidity and carried out in fraud and 
extravagance. If the Governor has al- 
ready forfeited some part of the public

But will he abandon the Canal bill, 
own bill, elaberately expounded and ear- 
nestly recommended in his messages? To 
give up now so important a measure, 
upon which depends the preservation and 
usefulness of $200,000,000 worth of State 
property, would be on the part of Gov. 
ODELL a confession of weakness that 
would add to the alarm of Mr. PLatt.

THE STORM. : 


The storm of the past week is proba- 
bly not unprecedented, but being more 
destructive over a much wider area than 
any storm of recent years, and operating 
to delay or suspend intercommunication 
along many important lines of travel, it 
stands alone in the recollection of the 
present generation as characterized by 
the maximum of destructiveness. Its 
In very few 
directions is travel by rail uninterrupted, 
and some systems which usually sffer 
very little or not at all from the floods 
attending the breaking up of Winter are 
It will be several days, 
and perhaps weeks, before the railroad 
system is restored to a nermal condition 
of schedule operation. A synopsis of 
what has appeared during the past few 
days in our news columns would scarce- 


; ly be practicable, and would lack the in- 


terest of detail. For purposes of edi- 
torial comment it is enough to say that 
destructive floods have been experienced 
except in 
Maine, where the very heavy snowfall 
has not yet melted; 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and, in 
fact, in nearly all parts of the country 
east of the Mississippi River. 

This is one of nature's penalties, no 
doubt, for the sacrifice of the forest 
character of great areas and extensive 
watersheds which the lumberman, the 
charcoal burner, and the paper pulp 
manufacturer have stripped of vegeta- 
tion, and which neither public nor pri- 
vate enterprise has replanted for present 
protection or future use. That there were 
floods before the waste uplands in which 
our larger rivers find their sources were 
is doubtless true, and they 


might very well have occurred under 


| Just such exceptional conditions as those 


existing at the moment—a heavy snow- 
fall on frozen ground, followed by warm 
rain in great volume and copious melt- 
ing without much penetration, throwing 
into the streams more water than they 
can carry away. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that as the forest line permanently 
recedes, floods and droughts become the 
normal phenomena of their appropriate 
seasons in the territory thus denuded, 
and if there was no better reason for the 
reboising of our hills and uncultivatable 
lands than this fact offers, it would war- 
rent a great deal more interest in sys- 
tematic tree planting than our State au- 
thorities have thus far shown. 

Another phase of the subject merits 
passing consideration. It is, however, 
one concerning which it is difficult to 
generalize, for the reason that each lo- 
cality presents its own special problems. 
There are some hundreds of rivers which, 
with what appears to be slight provoca- 
tion, become very dangerous, overflowing 
their banks and doing vast, damage to 
property. They have been doing this 
from time tmmemorial, always once a 
year, and sometimes twice or three times 
annually. Why they dc this is not a 
mystery. It is explained on the ground 
that at some point in their course any- 
thing exceeding their normal flow is 
congested by a natural obstruction be- 
hind which the swollen stream backs up 
as behind a dam. To locate these ob- 
structions is easy enough; to remove 
them, or at least minimize them, is quite 
within the power of the engineer. In 
some instances very Httle work. would 
correct the whole trouble; in other cases 
the difficulty is more serious and might 
involve considerable undertakings. It 
would seem as if the annual destruction 
of property due to the overflow of con- 
gested rivers was great enough to war- 
rant a careful study of these local en- 
gineering problems, and to suggest the 
advantage of doing what can be done to 
give them all the opportunity possible 
to take care of any ordinary increase of 
volume. State commissions might with 
great advantage be employed in the 
study of rivers, with a view to suggest- 
ing practicable ways of rendering them 
more manageable than they now are 
when the conditions favor a freshet. The 
annual destruction of property ‘ would 
pay many times over for such work as 
conservative engineering advice would 
suggest, and the benefit to communities 
occupying river valleys from even par- 
tial immunity from floods at irregular 
but comparatively frequent intervals 
would be incalculable. 


OUR SCHOOLS. 

“The report of City Superintendent of 
Schools MAXWELL is a document that 
should be read with care by all engaged 
or interested in the development of our 
schools. It gives an admirably clear and 
succinct account of the changes in the 
system produced by the amended char- 
ter and the problems that await solu- 
tion under the new provisions. The 
changes are substantial, and in our judg- 
ment are decidedly for the better. 

Under the charter provisions that went 
into effect last month there is practi- 
cally a concentration of control and re- 
sponsibility for all the schools of the va- 


throughout New, 


rious boroughs of the city in the Board 
of Education, and in the Boards of Su- 
perintendents and of Examiners. The 
former has in its charge what may be 
called the businesg side of the work, the 
latter have in the first instance the care 
of the educational side. The Board of 
Education is aided by forty-six local 
School Boards, with one member of the 
Central Board in each. The local boards 
have important duties of inspection, and 
it is their general function to keep the 
central board accurately informed as to 
all matters connected with the schools 
in each district. They also have certain 
limited powers of administration. The 
Board of Examiners is independent of all 
others in its work, which is indicated by 
its name. Neither its constitution nor 
its duties are, changed. The Board of 
Superintendents has the initiative in all 
purely educational matters. Subject to 
the approval of the Board of Education, 
it determines the grades and qualifica- 
tions of teachers, the choice of text books 
and apparatus, and the methods of teach- 
ing, and nominates to the Board of Ed- 
ucation teachers from the lists prepared 
by the Board of Examiners. In the latter 
function it is limited in its selection to 
the three highest for any grade on the 
eligible lists, except in the case of Princi- 
pals of high schools and Principals and 
teachers of training schvols. In these it 
is provided, and properly, that the best 
that can be obtained shall be taken 
without reference to where they come 
from. . 

This is probably as good a system, on 
the whole, as can be had at the present 
time. Certainly it is far better than the 
one that preceded it. Its chief advan- 
tage is that the administration and or- 
ganization of the whole body of schools 
can be carried out according to a con- 
nected plan and a sound uniform princi- 
ple, and the temptation to inject poli- 
tics into the business, which was very 
great under the divided and. scattered 
system formerly in force, is practically 
removed. The broader a rule and the 
larger the number to whom it applies, 
the less easy it is to sécure exceptions, 
and exceptions are the opportunity for 
politics. With teachers fairly paid, se- 
lected, and promoted on the test of ex- 
amination and record as fixed by an in- 
dependent board, with the administration 
of the system in the hands of a Board 
of Education and a Board of Superin- 
tendents whose function is with the gen- 
eral system rather than with individual 
cases or persons, there is strong induce- 
ment to steady improvement and little 
for favoritism. And it will not be denied 
that imprevement is still greatly needed. 
It is needed most in what are mistakenly 
regarded as the “lower” grades of the 
school course. We note with pleasure 
that Dr. MAXWELL urges a large increase 
in the number of kindergartens. There 
are only 169 at present, and the number 
should be at least four times as great. 
It is at this end of the schooling that the 
greatest good to the greatest number can 
be promoted. 


HORGAN & SLATTERY. 


It is very gratifying to every citizen 
who knows what the name of HorRGAN 
& SwLaTTeRY implies that the Mayor 
should have delivered himself yesterday, 
at the meeting of the Armory Board, 
with such vigor and directness, about 
the municipal employment of that firm. 
The plain fact is that the name is a 
trade mark of municipal disrepute and 
jobbery. In our judgment it would be 
more dignified, and also cheaper, to can- 
cel any outstanding contracts which the 
backers of the firm may have loaded on 
the city, and to take the consequences 
in court, than to continue the execution 
of these contracts under the supervision 
of this firm. In fact, the spectacle of 
HorGan & SLATTERY suing for their 
fees is by no means to be apprehended, 
but rather to be welcomed. Such a suit 
would allow scope for an investigation of 
the circumstances in which this firm 
was found by Tammany to possess all 
architectural knowledge, and to be ex- 
perts in all departments of the building 
art, from cell construction to interior 
decoration. A clever lawyer representing 
the city in such a litigation should be 
able to contribute much, by cross-exami- 
nation of the plaintiffs, both to the cause 
of justice and to the gayety of the inhab- 
itants of this municipality, always ex- 
cepting HorGAN & SLATTERY. And it Is 
really intolerable that a cat’s paw, or a 
tiger’s, should continue to “ pull” chest- 
nuts after the animal to which the paw 
appertains has been slain. 

There is a bill before the Legislature 
providing for what may be called a 
“whitelist " of architects, to the number 
of “not less than one hundred,” from 
which the Mayor shall select “at least 
fifty,"’ and these names, to be kept up to 
the requisite number in specified ways, 
shall exclusively constitute the “ eligible 
list” of architects available for munici- 
pal employment. Undoubtedly this plan 
would avert the repetition of the Horgan 
& Slattery scandal. Nobody with any 
reputation to lose or knowledge of the 
qualifications of architects would in- 
scribe the name of that firm or of either 
of its members upon a list of one hun- 
dred, still less upon a list of fifty. But it 
is a question whether such a method 
would not be purchasing immunity from 
future Horgans and Slatteries too dear. 
It would be difficult to make even the 
larger list without laying one’s self open 
to the imputation of making it in the in- 
terest of a professional “ ring.”” The se- 
lection would quite preclude the possi- 
bility of open competitions, to which 
there is no real objection for municipal 
work, provided there be a competent ex- 
pert board of judges, even where the 
basis of it ig a “ limited and paid” com- 
petition. 

Such an insult to the intelligence of 
New York as was offered to it by the 
Van Wyck administration in the appoint- 
ment of a pair of obscure insolvents to 


do all the architectural work of the city 
was never offered before. We do not 
think the chance of its happening again 
is so imminent as to make it worth while 
to avert it by means which, in practi¢e, 
are so sure to be misconstrued and so 
likely themselves to give rise to scandal, 
as those proposed in the pending amend- 
ment to the charter. 
A REMARKABLE PETITION. 

The petition just forwarded to Con- 
gress by the Secretary of the Navy from 
citizens of the Island of Guam is a sin- 
gular and interesting document in sevy- 
eral ways. 

It prays for a commission to study the 
condition and Government of the little 
island in order to devise some method of 
giving to the inhabitants a just, stable, 
and efficient system of administration in 
which they shall have a proper share. 
They represent that the people of Guam 
are loyal, law-abiding, and orderly. They 
do not complain of the naval officer hav- 
ing charge of the military government 
now in operation; on the contrary, they 
express: great confidence in him. But 
they urge that military government is 
radically unsuited for the island, if for 
no other reason than that it is liable to 
change at any moment, and they ask for 
measures ‘“‘for the establishment of a 
permanent Government that will enable 
us to mold our institutions to the Ameri- 
can standard, and prepare ourselves and 
our children for the obligations and the 
enjoyment of the rights and privileges 
to which as loyal citizens of the United 
States we feel ourselves rightfully enti- 
tled.”’ 

One striking feature of the situation fs 
that the petition is unqualifiedly in- 
dorsed by Commander SCHROEDER, Gov- 
ernor of the island. He states that radi- 
cal defects exist in the system of taxa- 
tion and in the administration of justice, 
but that these should not be tampered 
with except for permanency, and that an 
unsatisfactory condition is better than a 
succession of changes. Adequate reform 
can be secured only by a system in which 
the people have a due share. The specta- 
cle of a satrap, a minion of the military 
power, urging on Congress the abolition 
of his place and the establishment of a 
scheme of progressive self-government 
for the subjects of his arbitrary rule is 
not what the opponents of the Govern- 
ment would expect. But it seems to 
come very easy to Commander ScHROED- 
ER. The petition should receive prompt 
attention.

THE SENATE TAKES UP 


THE SHIPPING BILL 


Mr. Frye Makes a Speech in Sup- 
port of the Measure. 


Shipbuilding Industry the Only One, He 
Declarés, Not Accorded Protection 
by the Republican Party. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—The Senate 
to-day began consideration of the ship 
subsidy bill, a measure to provide for ocean 
mail service between the United States 
and foreign ports, and for the common de- 
fense, and to promote commerce and en- 
courage deep sea fisheries. Mr. Frye, 
(Maine,) Chairman of the Committee on 
Commerce, made the opening statements 
in support of the bill. He occupied the 
floor for nearly two hours. 

After the passage of some minor bills 
the shipping bill was laid before the Sen- 
ate as unfinished business at 2 o'clock and 
was read for amendment. The committee 
amendments, exclusive of phraseology, 
were agreed to. To the section defining 
such craft as shall not bé@ allowed com- 
pensation under the bill, paragraph “EE” 
was changed to read as follows: 

“*A barge, canal boat, or vessel proceed- 
ing from port to port in tow, or a tug boat 
or a vessel engaged in wrecking.” 

Mr. Frye opened the depate on behalf of 
the bill. It seemed to him, he said, that 
the policy of protection had been vastly 
beneficial to the American people. Only 
one industry had been without protection, 
and without protection for fifty years, and 
with the logical result. The shipping inter- 
ests of the country had been neglected in 
the giving of protection. With a seacoast 
boundless, with enormous deposits of iron 
and coal, with the most sagacious busi- 
ness men in the world, with the advantages 


of every natural resource upon the side of 
the United States, this country had per- 
mitted its inferiors to seize upon the path- 
Ways of ocean commerce aimost without 
a struggle. 

‘*It seems to me,” said Mr. Frye, “ that 
that picture ought to humiliate and mortify 
beyond expression any patriotic citizen of 
the United States, who glories in the power 
and prosperity of his country. It is not 
alone humiliating—it is absolutely danger- 
ous. 

Mr. Frye asked who was going to carry 
the $487,000,009 of exports, in the event of 
a War between Germany and Great Britain. 
Why," said he, ‘‘the farmers and the 
manufacturers and the wage earners of the 
United States would pay a penalty oqpal 
to that paid by either of the contending 
parties.” 

Mr. Frye then sought to show that this 
condition of things was caused by American 
wages, which increased the cost of our 
ships for the foreign trade at least 25 per 
cent. He declared that of all steamships in 
the world of 14 knots and upward, 80 per 
cent. are subsidized by the countries whose 
flags they carry. Of 16 knots and upward, 
he said, all but six in the world are heavily. 
subsidized by the countries whose flags 
they float. The nations paying those sub- 
sidies, he declared, did so for the purpose 
of extending their trade and for nothing 
else. ‘‘Trade cannot precede the mail,” 
said he. ‘The mail must precede the 
trade.”’ 

Mr. Frye contended that there is not a 
nation on this earth that needs markets for 
its surplus products more than the United 
States. An American ship, handled by in- 
telligent, active, earnest, and interested 
American officers, he said, is a better In- 
strument for the distribution of our prod- 
ucts abroad than a German ship, officered 
with Germans, Germany being a dangerous 
rival of the United States. Mr. Frye de- 
clared that free ships would mean an in- 
crease in cost of ships of 25 per cent. more 
than they now cost, and would close every 
shipyard in the United States against build- 
ing any ship for foreign trade. He said 
that bounties had been suggested, but these 
were repugnant to the Constitution and a 
violation of thirty-four commercial treaties 
with different nations of the world. 

To abrogate these treaties, he said, would 
only serve as an excuse for retaliation. 
He said that the only way to accomplish 
anything in the direction indicated by him, 
would be to pay from the Treasury of the 
United States annually a sum of money, 
whicn shall be equal to the difference be- 
tween the operating and carrying on of the 
trade in foreign ships, and that carried in 
our own. The Republican Party had stood 
by that idea of protection and encourage- 
ment ever since it had been a party in 
power, and that party, he insisted, could 
not excuse itself from leaving an industr 
as important as this entirely unprotected. 
The word ‘“suhsidy,”’ he said, should not 
terrify any one, becatsse it was only an- 
other name for protection. 

Mr. Frye said that the enactment of the 
pending bill would increase in two years 
the expenditure in American shipyards $40,- 
000,000. Our mail subsidies amounted to 
nearly $3,000,000 a year, and would acts as 
an offest to the $6,000,000 that would be 
paid in subsidies to American shipping. 

The bill, he thought, did not present a 
very serious proposition to the Senate, 
which would authorize in five minutes the 
construction of a battleship costing $5,000,- 
000, and pass a River and Harbor bill car- 
rying $60,000,000 in a few hours or’ days. 
If in any respect the measure worked bad- 
ly, it could be amended or repealed out- 
right. 

-At the conclusion of Mr. Frye's state- 
ment Mr. Bacon (Ga.) inquired as to the 
condition of business in American ship- 
yards. Was it true that they were full of 
orders? 

“It is not true,"’ replied Mr. Frye. 

Mr. Bacon asked whether Mr. Frye had 
not noted in the newspapers the glowing 
accounts of the work being done in Amer- 
ican shipyards. 

Mr. Frye replied that he had seen a para- 
raph to the effect that Mr. Furness of 
areat Britain had made a contract re- 
cently for the construction of eight steam- 
ships in American yards. The fact was 
that the contract had been made for the 
construction of the eight steamships in 
Great Britain. 

In response to an inquiry by Mr. Clay, 
(Ga..) Mr. Frye said there was no law now 
which required that Americans should be 
employed upon American ships. The pend- 
ing bill, he said, provided that during the 
first year one-fourth of the crews of Amer- 
ican vessels should be citizens of the 
United States; the second year, one-third, 
and the third year. one-half. 

Mr. Clay and Mr. Bacon both insisted 
that the crews of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company were largely Chinese and 
the former read the testimony of the Cap- 
tain of the Steamship China of the Pacific 
Mail showing that about one-third of the 
crew were Chinese 

Prior to the consideration of the shipping 
bill, many minop measures were passed.

THE PRESIDENT PROTESTS. 


He Disapproves of the Civil Service 
Provision in the Census Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—In conference 
with members of Congress to-day Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expressed his severe dis- 
approval of the civil service provision of 
the bill creating a permanent census bu- 
reau, which has passed both houses and fs 
now before him. The bill extends the pro- 
visions of the Civil Service law to all the 
clerks at present employed in the Census 
Office, numbering about 1,700. 

The President takes the position that 
this action is an injustice to those who 
have passed and who may pass the civil 
service examination prescribed by law. He 
is, however, very anxious to have a perma- 

ent Census Bureau, and the opinion is 
Rrpressed by those who have talked with 
him that jhe will sign the bill and then 
seek so to regulate by executive order the 
appointments under the bill as to avoid the 
injustice of which he complains.

FRICTION IN PHILIPPINES. 


Gov. Taft Says that Military and Civil 
Authorities Strive to Work 
in Harmony. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Gov. Taft 
was examined by members of the Insular 
Committee of the House to-day on various 
phages of the Philippine question. In an- 
swer to Representative Hitt’s inquiry 
whether there was jealousy between the 
United States military and civil authorities, 
Gov. Taft said human nature was the same 


in the Philippines as in the United States, ! 


and, with a dual form of government—mili- 
tary and civil—it was inevitable that some 
friction should be created at times. Gov. 
Taft stated, however, that each side was 
sincerely striving to work out the prob- 
lems presented. 

The Governor estimated that the United 
States military force could be reduced to 
15,000 men in one.year from this time. He 
thought 25,000 men would suffice now. 

Gov. Taft again expressed himsélf fa- 
vorable to a 75 per cent. reduction in duties 
and said that while the proposed 25 per 
cent. reduction might do some good, it 
hardly would afford the relief desired. He 
Said it was a mistake to believe there would 
be any dumping of large amounts of Phil- 
ippine tobacco and other goods on the 
American markets, as the products were 
too small to affect this market, although 
ultimately the tariff concessions would de- 
velop a great trade between the United 
States and the Philippines. 

The Governor presented letters from large 
employers of labor in the islands, urging 
the need of Chinese skilled labor. He gave 
250,000 Chinese as the outside figure for 
the entire group of islands. 


DISASTER IN PHILIPPINES. 


Force of Constabulary Routed—Eleven 
of Them Are Unaccounted For. 
MANILA, March 3.—Twenty-five mem- 
bers of the Constabulary wf Moron, ten 
miles from Manila, encountered eighty well- 
armed insurgents to-day. The former, aft- 
er expending all their ammunition, fled. 
Eleven of the constabulary are unaccount- 
ed for,.and it is believed they were either 
killed or captured. The same band of in- 
surgents turned back a commissary wagon, 
but did not molest the escort of three men. 
Gov. Flores of the Province of Rizal says 
the members of the band who recently cap- 
tured Ampil, the Presidente of Cainta, 
(Monon Province,) were neither ladrones 
nor insurgents. He thinks a private feud 
Was at the bottom of the matter. Word 
has been received that Ampil is still alive 
but urfder torture and expecting death. As 
previously set forth in these dispatches, 
Ampil was an enthusiastic American sym- 

pathizer. 

Forces of constabulary and military are 
scouring the country, and bands of insur- 
gents and ladrones are flocking to the Isl- 
and of Leyte. The constabulary officials 
have been notified of the arrival of mal- 
contents there from Bohol and other places. 
They are well armed and are serving un- 
der Capile. An extra force of constabu- 
lary will endeavor to handle the malcon- 
tents, 

Gen. Lukban has offered to assist in sup- 
pressing the insurgents if given a certifi- 
cate that he conducted his share of the war 
according to civilized usages. His offer has 
not yet been considered favorably. 


GEN. FUNSTON IS HERE. 


Says the War in the Philippines Is Prac- 
tically Over. 

Gen. Frederick Funston, the capturer of 
Aguinaldo, looking strong and almost well 
again after the illness which sent him back 
home from the Philippines, is staying at the 
Holland House. His face is full and ruddy, 
but there is the tired look in the’ corners 
of his eyes that is characteristic of soldiers 
who have suffered the hardships and dis- 
eases peculiar to the tropics. 

He says that peace is absolutely as- 
sured in every part of the Philippines, with 
the exception of the Island of Samar and 
the Province of Batangas. 

“The idea that the American soldier has 
not thoroughly accomplished what he went 
to do is a mistake. The recent surrenders 
mean that the end is practically at hand. 
It is all over now, and the rebellion is so 
near an end that we might call it the end.” 

Gen. Funston said he will go to Wash- 
ington in two Gays and that he will then 
go home. His leave of absence is up on 
April 10. 


THREE-CENT FARES ILLEGAL. 


The United States Supreme Court’s De- | 


cision Adverse to Detroit's 
Street Car Ordinance. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—In a decision 
rendered in the United States Supreme 
Court to-day it was held that the ordi- 
nance enacted by the City Government of 
Detroit, Mich., arbitrarily reducing street 
car fares to 3 cents was irregular and with- 
out binding effect. 

This decision was based upon the fact 
that previous ordinances had been passed 
fixing the street car fares at 5 cents. These 
original ordinances were construed by the 
court to be in the nature of contracts. The 
opinion was delivered by Justice Peckham, 
and affirmed the opinion of the United 
States Circuit Court for the eastern district 
of Michigan. 


WEST SIDE STREET CLEANING. 


Commissioner Woodbury Answers Com- 
plaints with a Charge—West End 
Association and Compulsory 
Fire Alarms. 
Commissioner Woodbury brought to the 
attention of Mayor Low yesterday the 
work which was being done on the West 
Side in cleaning the streets. The Com- 
missioner’s report was prepared in answer 
to a number of complaints made by mem- 

bers of the West End Association. 
“The trouble is,’ said Commissioner 


Woodbury, “ that the people in that section 
of the city want just twice as much work 
done on their streets as is possible in any 
other part of the city. They made com- 
plaints agdinst Col. Waring when he was in 
charge of the Street Cleaning Department, 
and also had trouble with Commissioners 
McCartney and Nagle. I am ready to do 
everything in my power, but with the 
stripped equipment of the department it 
would not be right for me to give one sec- 
tion of the city twice as much labor in the 
way of cleaning streets as can be allowed 
any other part of the city at present.” 

Commissioner Woodbury also referred to 
the opposition of the property owners of 
the association to the establishment of a 
dump between Thirty-fourth Street and 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, so 
that long hauls of ashes and dirt could be 
avoided. The Commissioner is having con- 
structed three automobile wagons of 2 
capacity of four tons for the uSe of his de- 
partment on the west side. 

At the meeting of the West End Associa- 
tion last night no official notice was taken 
of Commissioner Woodbury’s assertions. 
Cyrus Clark, the President, said that he- 
fore the law was passed prohibiting the 
Department of Street Cleaning from dump- 
ing any ashes or garbage between Seventy- 
second and One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Streets that section had been known as 
** goatville.”’

BROOKLYN'S LIBRARY SITES. 


The Borough Trustees Under the Car 
negie Gift Will Not Accept 
Smaller Plots. 

John W. Devoy, of the Carnegié » 
Library Trustees in Brooklyn, declared yes- 
terday that unless the Board of Estimate 
authorized the purchase of the sites select- 
ed by the Trustees, none of the proposed 
libraries would be erectd in that borough. 
Mr. Devoy said that the sentiments ex- 
pressed by him were those of all of his 

fellow-Trustees. 

Qn Saturday Chief Engineer MeLean of 
the Finance Department, reporting on the 
library sites as proposed in the different 
boroughs, declared that all of the seven 
sites recommended by the Brooklyn Trust- 
ees were too large. The sites in question 
are at Marcy Avenue and Rodney Street, 
Franklin Avenue, opposite Hancock Street, 
Union and Clinton Streets, Pacific Street, 
and Fourth Avenue, De Kalb and Bush- 
wick Avenues, Norman Avenue and Leon- 
ard Street, and Fifty-first Street and 
Fourth Avenue. 

Discussing this report Mr. Devoy said: 

“I think I may speak for the other 
trustees when I say it is our determina- 
tion that unless we secure the sites which 
we have asked for there will be no Carne- 
gie libraries for Brooklyn. We are a unit 
in declaring that we must have sufficient 
light and air and that there be no build- 
ings adjoining the libraries. We feel that 
we require at least.a space 100 feet square. 
We feel that we are entitled to at last a 
proportionate appropriation that given 
to Manhattan. 

Ex-Mayor David A. Boody, 
the Brooklyn trustees, said: 

‘If the Board of Estimate decides to 
cut down the size of the sites for this 
borough they will be making a grave and 
fatal mistake. The Brooklyn Carnegie 
trustees talked this matter over with Mr. 
Carnegie and he believes with us that 
we are at least entitled to all that we 
have asked ‘for in the way of sites.”

Grout's Criticism. 


Bridge Commissioner Lindenthal yester- 
Gay gave out the details of a plan to pro- 
vide adequate facilities for interborough 
Passenger ‘traffic between Manhattan and 
Brooklyn. Among the features of the plan 
is one providing for the erection of a six- 
teen-story office building for the use of all 
city departments on the site of the Staats- 
Zeitung Building. Movable stairways and 
many other contrivances are advocated for 
the handling of the crowds which gather at 
the New York terminal of the bridge. 

Controller Grout, when asked his opinion 
of the whole scheme, said: 

“I understand that to carry out the plans 
will necessitate an expenditure of $14,500,- 
000. If, Commissioner Lindenthal will ex- 
amine my statement as to the financial 
condition of the city and the amount of the 
bond issues which must be authorized for 
improvements already under way, and will 
then tell the city officials of the Board of 
Estimate where they are to get the $14,- 
500,000, I would be pleased to examine into 
the matter. 

“I am in favor of granting an extra al- 
lowance to the contractors for the new 


East River bridge now being built, so that 
they can work three gangs of men, and 
also have electric lights strung across the 
river, so that the work will not cease until 
the new bridge is ccmpleted. When this 
bridge is opened to the public. I am confi- 
dent that the congestion at the present 
bridge terminals will be avoided.” 

Commissioner Lindenthal’s plans contem- 
plate an elevated railroad connection be- 
tween the existing ore Bridge and 
the new bridge to the old Williamsburg 
section, by way of the existing elevated 
railroad route along Park Row and the 
Bowery. 


DETAILS OF THE PLAN. 


The following are the provisions of the 
plan as stated by the Commissioner: 


It provides for a commodious terminus for the 
Manhattan Elevated Railroad of double the 
capacity of the existing City Hall Station, which 
will obviate the disgraceful crowding at that 
station. 

For the extension of the Navy Yard ridge, 
by means of a two-track elevated railroad along 
Canal Street to the west side of the Borough 
of Manhattan. ; 

It will provide for a loop, under roof, of the 
Fourth Avenue surface cars, whose loop is now 
on the street near the old Hall of Records. 

It will permit of a direct connection from the 
City Hall Station of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad by way of Second Avenue and the new 
bridge to Ravenswood, which is now in course 
ef construction at Fifty-ninth Street. 

It will provide for a ready and unohstructed 
access from the undergiound station near the 
bridge entrance to the bridge station, 

It provides for use at the three suspension 
bridges of moving platforms as a means of trans- 
porting the largest possible number of passen- 
gers during rush hours. 

For the removal of the hideous bridge build- 
iugs both in Manhattan and in Brooklyn, and 
the replacing of the same with vrerviceable and 
useful structures possessing architectural merit. 

The present capacity of the bridge trains in 
rush hours is about 260 cars per hour. In the 
new bridge station the practicable maximum will 
be about 720 loaded elevated cars for each 
bridge, or 1,440 cars for both bridges. 

Cars going in the direction of the Williams- 
burg Bridge will stop at Canal Street and at 
Grand Street, as well as on Delancey Street 
at the entrance to the Williamsburg Bridge; 
those coming from the Williamsburg Bridge 
which are to go over the Brooklyn Bridge will 
stop at Grand Street, then at Canal Street, and 
later at the Bridge Station. Congestion of traf- 
fic at any point will be improbable.

He proposes to leave the 
bridge tracks as well as those of the Man- 
hattan Elevated Railroad at their present 
elevations, hence the bridge tracks will be 
twelve feet higher than the tracks of the 
elevated railroad. This, the Commissioner 
Says, is necessary in order to lessen the 
heavy grade to the Brooklyn Bridge. 

The train platforms in the new bridge 
station are to be so changed as to separate 
incoming and outgoing passengers. From 
this station the trains will run over the 
Williamsburg and Brooklyn Bridges in both 
directions, trains being dispatched during 
rush hours every thirty seconds in each 
direction. 


THE MOVABLE PLATFORMS. 


Referring to the movable platform plan, 
Commissioner Lindenthal says: 


No better means has yet been devised for the 
transport of passengers in large numbers, and 
without a moment's waste of time from start 
to finish of the trip, which can.equal the mov- 
able platform. The capacity of this device is 
practically unlimited, depending®entirely on its 
speed and width. A seat on a moving train is 
accessible the instant a person arrives at the 
station. The most trying of all discomforts, that 
of waiting in a crowd, is therefore disposed of. 

The cars will run in a train forming a con- 
tinuous circle, traveling at a speed of ten miles 
per hour from the west end of the New York 
Station to the east end of the Brooklyn Station. 
After leaving the shelter of the stations, the 
cars will run in a housing of light metal and 
glass, which may be heated in Winter and is 
open in Summer. 

At each terminal there will be an oval loop, 
and access to the cars will be gained by three 
multiple speed platforms, each three feet wide, 
traveling inside the loops. The speeds at which 
these platforms will travel will be 2%, 5, and 
7% miles per hour, respectively. 

Outgoing and incoming passengers will be kept 
separate. Outgoing passengers will be landed 
by staircases on a stationary platform. They 
will step from it upon the 2%-mile platform, 
thence on the 5-mile and 74-mile platforms, 
and finally on to the 10-mile cars, the seats 
of which will be placed ten inches from the 
edge, as was done at Chicago. 

Incoming passengers will reverse these oper- 
ations. When a passenger wishes to get off 
the cars he waiks across the multiple speed 
platforms, thereby stopping himself instead of 
the car. 

The average time to get on or off the cars, 
at Chicago was three seconds per platform. 
At the bridge terminals the proposed loops will 
be long enough to allow passengers sixty seconds, 
or fifteen seconds for each platform. At Chicago 
three-fourths of the dally passengers were 
strangers—at the bridges the same people, prac- 
tically, will use the cars the year round. 

During rush hours the movable platforms can 
be set in motion on the three bridges. They 
will land parsengers in Brooklyn at convenient 
siations at the end of the bridge, where the 
trolley cars would be in waiting on the tracks 
underneath. 


Commissioner Lindenthal, referring to 
ceareneed capacity, according to his plan, 
writes: 


Present maximum capacity over the Brooklyn 
Bridge is 36,000 paseengers per hour, of which 
number about 16,000 have seats. The future 
maximum capacity of each of the three bridges 
is 110,000 passengers per hour, and at least 
$0,000 will have seats. Three bridges, carrying 
830,000 passengers per hour, of which number 
at least 240,000 per hour may have sé¢ats., 

In additions to these facilities there will be 
the two-track tunnel from Whitehall. Street, 
Manhattan, to Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn, car- 
rying 45,000 per hour. 

Therefore, the future carrying 
Brooklyn over the three bridges and of the 
Whitehall tunnel! will together reath 375,000 
passengers per hotir, or over ten times the pres- 
ent carrying capacity of the Brooklyn Bridge. 
With such capacity congestion of traffic will 
not occur for generations to come. 


The Commissioner says of the construc- 
tion of the City Office Building: 


The full ae contemplates the erection of a 
Municipal Office Building over the City Hall 
Bridge Station. Facing down Park Row, with 
a frontage on Centre Street and Park Row, this 
building will be one of the imposing architectural 
features of this portion of the city. It may be 
made sixteen stories high. It will cover 135,000 
square feet cf ground, and will furnish ample 
office space for all the departments of the City 
Government. A broad stairway—sixty feet wide 
~—will lead from the first floor level down into 
City Hall Park. 

The ae mastehtiy, beties terminal will be 
remov n order to give the space necessary 
for the Municipal Building, which, while it will 
be not necessarily expensive, will be eminently 
useful and economical, since it will save to the 
city about $360,000 now annually paid for office 
rental in various bulldings. 


Of the estimated cost of 4,500,000, 
$8,500,000 is to be spent on, pro: y and the 
construction of terminals and elevated 
structures as planned.

It is brought about, as 
everybody knows, by the insistence of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company on loading cars 
for seventeen lines at. the Manhattan end of 
the bridge on the emall space of 100 by 60 feet. 
It is attempting to carry the passengers se 
evening rush hours on a system which, in a 
ports of the world and on all railroads, uires 
arge terminal stations and rate platforms 
a tracks for the accommodation of the neces- 
sary number of cars or trains to be loaded under 
that particular system. 

They could rectify the conditions a great deal 
by giving better accommodations to passengers 
from their ferry terminals. There is proof on 
hand that they do not do so, and they seem 
to be incompetent to deal with the situation. 
It cannot be permanently relieved until the new 
East River Bridge is finished, but, in the mean- 
time, and as a temporary expedient, the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company could in various 
ways relieve the crowding, if it were run by 
competent men, If it does not choose to amel- 
iorate the disgraceful conditions during the 
afternoon rush hours, then the revoking of the 
existing contract becomes a necessity. 

The congestion is not alone at the Manhattan 
end of the Brooklyn Bridge. It is, if possible, 
still worse at the Brooklyn end, and up Fulton 
Street, and where car touches car, and where 
every few minutes there is a deadlock. 

The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company has an 
absolute monopoly of passenger transportation 
in Brooklyn. As its management shall be good 
or bad, so it will affect the physical welfare 
ot every dweller in that borough. It affects 
also the transportation over the bridge, which 
har become the property of that company to all 
intents and purposes. That company should 
provide itself with the very best talent for con- 
ducting ite business, If it does so it will be able 
to give comfortable transportation to all pas- 
sengers in that borough, besides earning great 
profits for itself, 

I have no hestitation in saying that if that 
company had wise and competent ananagement 
such a thing as a crush at the bridge would 
be a rarity, and probably would never be heard 
of. The jurisdiction of the Bridge Commis- 
sioner does not extend further than the bridge. 
He cannot regulate the transportation of the 
Brooklyn. Rapid Transit Company. 


PLAN DISCUSSED IN DETAIL. 


Mr. Lindenthal Appears Before the 
Brooklyn Committee of 50—Rapid 


Transit Company Defended. 

The plan of Bridge Commissioner Lin- 
denthal for relieving the congestion of traf- 
fie on the Brooklyn Bridge was discussed 
in detail last night at a meeting of the 
Manufacturers’ Association and the Brook- 
lyn Citizens’ Committee of Fifty, held at 
198 Montague Street, Brooklyn. Commis- 
sioner Lindenthal attended the meeting 
and presented his plan for discussion, illus- 
trating details with a stereopticon. He 
again severely condemned the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company. 

The company had a champion present in 


the ‘person of John L. Wells, one of its at- 
torneys. Mr. Wells took the platform and 
spoke for some time in defense of the com- 
pany. He also took occasion to criticise 
some of the features of Commissioner Lin- 
denthal’s plan, which he declared to be im- 
practicable. 

Ludwig Nissen spoke in favor of abro- 
gating the contract under which the com- 
pany operated on the bridge. 

“You might as well look to the devil for 
salvation for your soul as to look to the 
Brocklyn Rapid Transit Company for a 
betterment of things on the bridge,’’ said 
Mr. Nissen. 

Charles N..Chadwick thought the Com- 
missioner’s plan a feasible one, but he be- 
lieved that the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company should be compelled to provide 
some immedtatg relief. 

* We are chafged with being incompetent 
and we acknowledge that we are,’ said 
Mr. Wells, in reply for the company. 
* But I appeal to any fair-minded man to 
consider the conditions under which we 
operate here in Brooklyn. The cost of 
operation here is greater, for several rea- 
sons, than im any other city in the country. 
I deny that we intentionally divert traffic 
from the ferries. We can't get people to go 
to the ferries.”’ 

After some further discussion the Com- 
missioner’s plan was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Bridves and Tunnels and a reso- 
lution thanking the Commissioner for his 
courtesy was adopted. 


BRITISH CASUALTIES WERE 632. 


Details of Disaster to Convoy and Es- 
cort on Feb, 25—Large Force 
of Boers Engaged. 

LONDON, March 4.—In a dispatch from 
Pretoria, dated yesterday, Lord Kitchener 
sends details of the disaster to the escort 
of the convoy of empty wagons southwest 
of Klerksdorp. The British casualties, in 
killea, wounded, and men made prisoners, 
toteiea 652. In addition, the Boers captured 
two guiic. 

Lieut. Col. Anderson, who commanded the 
British force, and who has returned to 
iNraaipan, Cape Colony. with 9 officers 
and 215 men, reports that when his ad- 
vance guard was within ten miles of 
Klerksdorp, on the morning of Feb. 25, 
Boers opened a heavy rifie fire on the 
troops from the scrub. The burghers were 
driven off, and the convoy resumed its 
march, when a more determined attack was 
made on the left flank, the Boers getting 
within a hundred yards and stampeding the 
inules harnessed to a number of wagons. 
The attackers were again driven off. 

At about 6:30 A. M. the rear guard was 
attacked by a strong force of Boers, and 
simultaneously another body of Boers bold- 
ly charged the centre of the convoy and 
stampeded the mules in all directions, 
throwing the escort into confusion. e 
Boers charged and recharged, riding down 
the separated British units. The fehting 
lasted for two hours, in the course of whic 
the two British guns and one pom-pom al- 
most exhausted their ammunition. 

A detachment of 200 mounted infantry 
from Klerksdorp attempted to reinforce 
the British, but was held in check by the 


Boers. 

Lieut. Col. Anderson adds that’ the 
strength of the Boers was estimated at 
fromm 1,200 to 1,700. Commandants De la 
Rey, Kemps, Celliers, Lemmer, Wolmarans, 
and Potgieter were all present. Command- 
ant Lemmer is said to have been killed. 


ASKS MERCY FOR BOERS. 


George Meredith Says the Burghers’ In- 
ferior Civilization Should Be 
Taken Into Account. 


LONDON, March 4.—In a letter published 
in The Daily Mail, George Meredith, the 
novelist, protests against the shooting of 
rebels like Commandant Kruitzinger as 


impolitic, because it does not take into ac- 
count the inferior civilization of the Boers. 

Mr. Meredith contends that the Boers do 
not fear death, and are not likely to be 
terrorized by such methods, which only 
steel the remainder of their fighting men 
to a more desperate resistance, a spectacle 
“ forebodingly piteous."’ 

Mr. Meredith regards the Boer as a de- 
scendant of the indomitable Lower Rhine- 
lander who gave such trouble to the Ro- 
mans. He says: 

“In order to conciliate him we must take 
his version of humaneness or we shall find 
we have been guilty of bad policy, the most 
exacting of a nation's creditors."

His Holiness Attends Ceremony in St. 
Peter’s—50, Persons Present. 
ROME, March 8.—The principal ceremony 
in connection with the jubilee in honor of 
the twenty-fourth anniversary of the Pope's 
corohation—the holding of the ‘ Papal 
Chapel "'"—took place in the Basilica of St. 
Peter's this morning with extraordinary 
pomp. The Pontiff was present, and there 
was an assemblage estimated to number 
fully 50,000 persons. The “ Chapel’’ was 
held in thé Basilica for the first time since 
1870, such ceremonies having heretofore 
taken place in the Sistine Chapel. 
Thirty Cardinals, numerous Archbishops 
and Bishops, the members of the Ponti- 
ficial Court, the special foreign missions 


sent by most countries, the members of the 
Diplomatic Corps, and the Roman nobility, 
all in magnificent vestments or uniforms, 
participated In the ceremony and formed a 
striking spectacle. The Pontificial Guards, 
wearing their gala uniforms, were on duty 
on all sides. 
The Pope, who left his apartments at 
10:30 A. M., was borne in the seida gesta- 
toria, preceded by the Pontificial Court and 
surrounded pd nobles, to the throne: amid 
the acclamations of the vast assemblage. 
Cardinal Vannutelli intoned the mass and 
the Pontificial Choir chanted the Te Deum. 
is Holiness pronounced the Papal Bene- 
diction, but beyond this he did not par-

THE POPE’S SILVER JUBILEE. 


Pontifical Mass Celebrated at St. Pat- 


rick’s Cathedral. 
Archbishop Corrigan was still confined to 
his room yesterday as a result of the fall 
he suffered several days ago, and his place 
as celebrant of the pontifical mass in honor 
of Pope Leo’s twenty-fifth year as head of 
the Catholic Church was taken by the 
Right Rey. B. J. McQuade, Bishop of Roch- 
ester. More than 3,000 people gathered in 
St. Patrick's Cathedral to take part in the 
ceremonies, which exceeded in magnificence 


any Catholic services held in this city since 
the jubilee of Archbishop Corrigan in 1898. 
Besides the celebrant six other Bishops, 
n cope and mitre, assisted. They were 
Bishops Gabriels of Opdensite. McDonnell 
of Brooklyn, McFaul of Trenton, «aug 
Burke of Albany, Quigley of Buffalo, and 
O'Connor of Newark, N. J. ~ 
The Rev. William O’Brien Pardow, 8. J., 
who delivered the sermon, discussed the 
character and work of the Pope, who, he 
declared, had been the advocate of true 
Socialism as opposed to anarchy, and above 
all things had been the great apostle of 
prayer. 


MR. COCKRAN EULOGIZES POPE. 


Large Gathering at the Catholic Club, 
Including Many Non-Catholics, Lis- 
tens to an Eloquent Address. 


Bourke Cockran was the principal 
speaker last night at the celebration by 
the Catholic Club of the beginning of the 
Pontifical Jubilee of Pope Leo XIII. The 
function was attended by about two hun- 
dared and fifty members of the club and 
guests, who included many distinguished 
members of the Catholic clergy, and a 
number of well-known non-Catholic citi- 
zens. Justice Morgan J. O’Brien presided 
in the absence of Archbishop Corrigan. 
« It was announced that the club had sent 
the following cablegram to His Holiness: 


‘The Catholic Club sends loving and 
heartfelt felicitations. May God prolong 
your glorious pontificate.” 


Mr. Cockran, in his speech, which was 
frequently interrupted by appieure, said 
that the celebration of the jubilee of Leo 
XIII. was not of local or national, but of 
world-wide importance, and that a study 
of the life and reign of His Holiness was a 
study of the lessons of civic virtue. 
In the United States, especially, he said 
the reign of Leo XIII. was a ne study, 
for the principal authority of the Catholic 
Church was a distinguishing feature of a 
Republic. The Constitution of the United 
States, he said, was not in itself especially 
distinguishable from the Constitutions of 
many other republics of the world. The 
Constitution of the First Republic of France 
had more elaborate provisions for the guar- 
antee of the rights of the individual than 
that of this country, yet it had failed with- 
in almost the moment it was framed. 
‘Our Constitution stands,’’ continued the 
“because it carries with it the 
right to interpret its provisions. And so 
it is with the Word of God. Its interpreta- 
tion by the Church has made that moral 
law that has led men from darkness to 
light and from oppression to prosperity. 
No individual is free to interpret the moral 
law for himself any more than he is free 
to interpret the civil law. In the State, 
freedom of interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion is followed by secession. In the 
Chureh, freedom of Interpretation of the 
moral law is followed by dissent. 

The speaker made a minute comparison 
between the form of government of the 
State and the church, comparing the town 
to the parish, the county to the diocese 
the State to the province, and the Federa 
Government to the papery. 

In the great questions having to do with 
the interpretation of the Constitution, the 
speaker said that the Supreme Court was 
usually divided, and that the final vote 
was usually cast by one member of the 
court after ail, ‘and he is usually the 
weakest member of the court,"’ said Mr. 
Cockran. ‘In the Catholic Church the in- 
terpretation of God’s law is not the result 
of a chance division, but to a man chosen 
almost by thé machinery of heaven itself.”’ 

The speaker told with much detail of his 
audience with the Pope five years ago and 
of his observations .of the Pontiff three 
years later, and ended his discourse with 
a review of the work of the Catholic 
Church.

THE PAPAL JUBILEE. {CHARLES B. ROUSS DEAD 


Eccentric Dry Goods Merchant 
Was Ill but a Few Days. 


Offered a Million to Any One Who 
Would Restore His Eyesight—Be- 
lieved Men Were Worth $1 
a Day Only. 


Charles Broadway Rouss, for so many 
years an eccentric character in the com- 
mercial life of New York, died after four 
days’ illness of pneumonia yesterday morn- 
ing at his residence, 632 Fifth Avenue. Mr. 
Rouss was known throughout the United 
States because of his peculiar faculty for 
attracting public attention through dramat- 
ic and sensational feats, even turning his 
misfortunes to account. This was illustrat- 
ed some years ago, when, as a result of 
unceasing toll, he suffered from blindness 
caused by paralysis of the optic nerve, an 
affliction known to be incurable. 

Mr. Rouss, although informed by the 
ablest oculists that there was no hope for 
the recovery of his sight, offered $1,000,000 
to any man who could restore it. This 
offer was published widely and attracted 
a multitude of cranks, fakirs, imposters, 
and simple-minded “ healers,’’ who con- 
tended that they were able to do what 
science said was impossible. Mr. Rouss, 
however, would not let these individuals 
experiment on him. He employed for ex- 
perimental purposes one James J. Martin, 
who was poor and who was blind, also as 
the result of paralysis of the optic nerve. 
Mr. Martin was experimented on for many 
weary months by the ‘‘curers.”’ In the 
course of time Mr. Rouss reduced his pay 
to $4 a week, and finally discharged him. 
On Oct. 6, 1900, Mr. Rouss announced to 
the world what the ablest oculists of New 
York had told him years before, that his 
eyesight could not be restored, and formal- 
ly withdrew his offer. His extraordinary 
offer had been published, however, in every 
country in’ the world, and had earned for 
Mr. Rouss the name of “ the blind million- 
aire."’ 

This was merely one instance in which 
Mr. Rouss displayed his peculiar originali- 
ty. He adopted, for instance, the name 
“ Broadway” after that great thorough- 
fare. People might smile at the adoption 


of so singular a cognomen, but they never 
failed to remember it. 

Mr. Rouss accumulated a _ considerable 
fortune, soceting. however, with many of 
the vicissitudes incident to commercial life. 
In 1865, as a result of failure, and not hav- 
ing a penny in the world, he was locked up 
in Ludlow Street Jail. 

An account of his experience in jail was 
given oF Erastus Wiman, at that time 

werful in the affairs of R. G. Dun & Co., 

n his book, ‘‘ Chances of Success,’’ which 
was published some years ago. Through 
Mr. iman’s influence he was released. 
The story, as told in the book, follows: 

It was about Christmas time, and the poor 
fellow in jail was having a very hard time; and 
the chances for his escape from confinement 
were growing daily less, and his future was seri- 
ously marred. A little act of kindness by the 
writer of these lines to the prisoner, in the shape 
of a Christmas dinner, seemed, however, to stim- 
ulate him, and he wrote on the walls of his cell 
these words: 

“This is Christmas Day—a friend has sent me 
enough to buy a Christmas dinner. I vow to 
him and write it here, that as I am to-day forty 
years old, before I am fifty I will be rated in 
the reference book which he helps to compile as 
being worth $500,000, and before I am sixty I 
shall be rated at over $1,000,000.” 

This boast, written on a prison wall by a 
man overwhelmed by misfortune, seemed the 
idlest dream it was possible to conceive of. Yet 
it has become literally true. Within three 
months he was released through the efforts of 
men who knew how hardly he had been used; 
in another three months his affairs had become 
disentangled, and he started afresh. Within a 
year he had established a new business in the 
city of New-York. He has built up a trade 
that amounts to $6,000,000 a year, and he occu- 

vies the finest wholesale store new existing on 
roadway. 

The incident was apparently forgotten, 
but when Mr. Wiman was locked up in the 
Tombs and his friends were slow in coming 
saewaes with the $25,000 bail pending an ap- 
peal, Mr. Rouss suddenly appeared and put 
up the money, securing Mr. Wiman’s re- 
lease. When the latter won his case in 
the higher courts the money was repaid. 

Mr. Rouss was a professed atheist. He 
Was a Great admirer of the late Robert G. 
Ingersoll, and always attended his lectures 
in this city. Mr. Rouss alienated many 
friends by his frankness in expressing his 
views Spo" the subject of religion. In 
philosophy and military science he enter- 
tained also radical opmions. 

Mr. Rouss's activity more than once got 
him into trouble with the public authori- 
ties. He had caused a disturbance in the 
street traffic by throwing away pennies to 
the newsboys, who gathered in large num- 
bers and followed him to collect the money. 
The police compelled him to stop it. On 
another occasion a young girl who worked 
in his house sued him for $50,000. 

In April, 1901, an pagenination ealled the 
Society of Women of the South presented a 
bust of Mr. Rouss to the public authorities. 
Randolph Guggenheimer accepted this pe- 
cullar gift on behalf of the city at a meet- 
ing attended by eighten persons. The bust 
was deposited among some papers on an 
old desk in the Arsenal in Central Park, 
and is now in_the cellar of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum. It is sald to have cost a con- 
siderable sum of money. 

Mr. Rouss was proud of his eccentricities. 
He wore a twelve-dollar suit of clothes and 
advocated phonetic spelling. He was born 
&t Woodbury. Md., in 188%. and went to 
school for a short time at Winchester, Va. 
At the age of fifteen he was employed as 
clerk in a country storé at Winchester, 
and some years later opened a small store 
there. During the war he served in the 
same company with William lL. Wilson, 
afterward Congressman and Postmaster 
General. 

When he came to New York at the close 
of the war he was penniless, lived on free 
lunches, and slept in the parks, but soon 
started business in a small way and pros- 

ered. In 1899 Mr. Rouss erected at Mount 

ebron Cemetery, Winchester. Va., a cost- 
lv mausoleum for himself. He gave $100.- 
000 to erect a memorial hall in Richmond, 
Va., in honor of Southern soldiers. and he 
gave $35.000 to the University of Virginia, 
and $80,000 for the water works at Winches- 
ter. He likewise donated the Washington- 
Lafayette Statue near Morningside Park.

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DOWN. TOWN FIRE FATAL 


Startling Explosion and Flames 
Wreck Canal Street Buildings. 


INFLAMMABLE GOODS STORED 


Rescue of Occupants of a Large Tene- 
ment—One Life Lost and Many 
Persons Injured—An In- 
vestigation. 


A fire resulting in loss of life, injury to 
Many persons, and the destruction of much 
Valuable property started about 8 o'clock 
yesterday morning on the second floor of 
210 and 212 Canal Street, near Baxter 
Street, occupied by James Wilkinson, a 
manufacturer of horn and rubber novelties. 
It was preceded by a startling explosion, 
and two minutes later the entire floor was 
in a blaze and the flames had ‘extended 
through the airshafts to Nos. 206 and 208 
on the east and No. 214 on the west. , 

Joseph Colletti, a boy employed by Mr. 
Wilkinson, discovered the blaze, which, he 
Says, originated in a box in which refuse 
celluloid, horn, and rubber were thrown. 
The inflammable material burned fiercely, 
and the fire quickly spread to the large 
stock of celluloid and other combustible 
goods. James Lawrence, an employe, says 
there were 500 pounds of raw celluloid on 
hand, more than the amount allowed by 
law, and George Murray, Superintendent 
of Combustibles, will investigate the mat- 
ter. 

The first alarm was sent in at 8:12 
o'clock, and this was quickly followed by 
second, third, and fourth alarms. Then 
there was a call for ambulances, and these 
came from the New York, Bellevue, Gou- 
verneur, and Hudson Street Hospitals. 
The burned premises front on Harry How- 
ard Square, and fortunately firemen, po- 
licemen, and volunteer rescuers had plenty 
of room in which to work. When the fire- 
men arrived the upper portion of Nos. 210 


and 212 was ablaze, and the flames were 
already licking the seven-story store and 
flat house No. 214 and the manufacturing 
lofts in the upper part of Nos. 206 and 208. 

Some 300 persons were employed in Nos. 
206, 208, 210, and 212, while twenty-one 
families had living apartments above the 
stores in No. 214. 


PANIC AMONG TENANTS. 


The greatest excitement prevailed, and 
on almost every fire-escape and at nearly 
every window men, women, and children 
appeared, shrieking for help. Many daring 
rescues were made, and the police and fire- 


men received valuable assistance from vol- 
unteers. 

Many of the occupants of the buildings 
escaped by the stairways, but egress by 
that means was soon cut off, and the ex- 
cited inmates, hemmed in by the flames, 
rushed to the roofs, windows, and fire- 
escapes. From the latter many jumped 
or were carried down by the firemen and 
police to places of safety, some of them 
more or less injured. 

The most distressing incident was the 
case of Concetta Durante. She lived with 
her husband, five children, and her mother 
on the sixth floor of No. 214. One of the 
children was ill, and this one was taken 
from the bed by the grandmother, who had 
sueceeded in getting the other children to 
the street with the aid of the firemen, who 
eautioned Mrs. Durante and her mother to 
keep cool.” The older woman, holding her 
grandchild tightly, obeyed the injunction 
and was rescued, but Mrs. Durante, whose 
clothing had become ignited, lost her pres- 
ence of mind and leaped from the. sixth 
story to a yard in the rear. She was car- 
ried to an ambulance and removed to the 
Hudson Street Hospital, where she died in 
less than an hour. 

In the large tenement many of the male 
members of the families had gone to their 
employment, and the frightened women and 
children, mainly Italians, rushed from their 
rooms in great excitement. Many of them 
were carried to places of safety by Fite- 
man John Buckley, driver for Battalion 
er Martins; Lieut. Moore of Engine 31, 

Capt. Howe of Hook and Ladder 6, and siib- 
ordinates.

BOARD OF ESTIMATE’S WORK. 


Horgan & Slattery Are to Have Few 
Relations with the City—Mayor 
Low Demands a Fresh Start. 


Mayor Low declared yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Estimate that all busi- 
ness relations between the city and the ar- 
chitects Messrs. Horgan & Slattery, who 
received the award of all city contracts 
during the administration of Mayor Van 
Wyck, should be terminated as soon as pos- 
sible. A bill was presentéd by a contractor 


for some minor work and Clerk Bell said 
that the bill had been indorsed by the archi- 
tects. 

‘““Who are the architects?” asked the 
Mayor. 

‘Horgan & Slattery,’’ was the response. 

Mayor. Low glanced at the members and 
then introduced a resolution the effect of 
which will be to terminate the interest of 
Horgan & Slattery in the plans for the 
construction of the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Armory. The Mayor said that the plans 
prepared by Horgan & Slattery must be re- 
jected, as the bids were $20,000 greater 
than the appropriation for the work. He 
continued: 

‘We must set a precedent now for se- 
lecting the architects for public buildings 
by competition. One in the Bronx and 
Manhattan taken from the New York Chap- 
ter of the"American Society of Architects, 
one in Brooklyn, from the Brooklyn Chap- 
ter. This does not limit the number of 
bidders, but merely is a committee to pick 
out the best plans to be submitted to this 
board. Of course we will have to tell the 
committee what is necessary in the armo- 
ries.”’ 

The Mayor hesitated for a moment and 
then added: 

‘Gentlemen, I will do nothing whatever 
with Horgan & Slattery if I can avoid it. I 
am in favor of terminating all relations 
with this firm. I wish to start afresh, but 
if we cannot end all relations, we will have 
to finish what work we have with them. I 
don’t think you will find any board of the 
present administration that will indorse 
any plans that are 50 per cent. above the 
amount appropriated and drawn by Hor- 
gan & Slattery. We must start fairly and 
afresh.” 

The discussion that followed showed that 
all members of the board were in favor of 
the Mayor's suggestion. The resolution in- 
troduced by him was approved, 


SAY BROOKS WAS DRU DRUGGED. 


Physicians Think Knockout Drops Were 
Given to Man Whom Miss Burns 
Is Accused of Killing. 

Several witnesses in the case of Florence 
Burns, accused of having killed Walter 
Brooks in the Glen Island Hotel, were ex- 
amined by the Assistant District Attorneys 
yesterday. A young man, whose name the 
District Attorney would not disclose; was 
perhaps the most important witness. He 


is said to have been the most intimate 
friend of the murdered man. 

Drs. Johnson and Sweeney of the Hudson 
Street Hospital also testified. Dr. Sweeney 
said that in addition to the escaping gas 
in the room and the fact that the man had 
been shot in the head, the stupor in which 
he was found was probably due to chloral. 
The physicians thought the man had been 
given knockout drops before he was mur- 
dered. Dr. Sweeney further said that when 
he arrived Brooks had no clothing on him. 
George Washington, the bellboy, and others 
have sworn that when the man was found 
he was partly dressed. 

Mrs. Brooks, mother of the dead man, is 
still in a highly nervous state. She was 
recently shown the comb found in the room 
by a representative of the District Attor- 
ney's office and said it was one worn by 
Florence Burns when she was ill at her 
home. She felt quite sure of her identifi- 
cation, as she had often handed it to the 
girl to straighten out her hair, while she 
was in bed. Several of the teeth in the 
comb are broken, and it was largely 
through this that Mrs. Brooks felt that 
she could identify it as having belonged to 
the girl accused of killing her son.

To save his vessel the Captain of ae Car- 
denas cut the rope running from his barge 
to the Matanzas and stood away before the 
wind and sea, making such sail as he could. 
This was the last seen of the Cardenas by 
ihe tug. Later the Cuba succeeded in pick- 
ing up the Matanzas and towing her to 
Newport, .and since that time has_ been 
cruising around in search of the Cardenas. 
Only once in the twenty-nine days since 
she was cast adrift had the barge been 
heard of until yesterday, when she was 
sighted at anchor near Fire Island. A 
steamer which arrived here some two weeks 
ago eoperets speaking her and offering as- 
sistance, which was refused. 

Yesterday afternoon a report was received 
at the New York office of the Staples Coal 
Company that the Cardenas was anchored 
otf Fire Island. Manager Hanna gave or- 
ders for a tug to be sent out te-tow her into 
port, but before one could be secured for 
ihe purpose, a second report came that the 
Cuba_had appeared on the scene, and at 
5:15 P. M. had given the barge a line and 
started for Sandy Hook with her in tow. 

It was expected that the tug and the 
barge would anchor outside until morning 
and come up the bay after daylight. 
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WISKER PLEADED “NOT GUILTY” 


Engineer’s Hearing Was Then Delayed 
Until Monday. 

John H. Wisker pleaded “ not guilty ”’ to 
manslaughter in the second degree yester- 
day before Judge McMahon, in Part I. of 
General Sessions. The February Grand 
Jury returned the indictment against him. 
He was the engineer of the White Plains 
local train which crashed into the rear of 
the New Rochelle train in the New York 
Centralstunnel on Jan. 8, when many were 
killed and many others wounded. | 

Wisker looked careworn and weary. The 
Clerk read the charge and the prisoner 
pleaded as stated. Frank Moss, for his 


client, moved for a delay, and the case was 
set down for Monday, with permission for 
the prisoner to change his plea then if he 
so chose. 

Mr. Moss said his client had not testified 
before the Grand Jury for two reasons; 
he had not received adequate notification 
and hié counsel were unwilling to give the 
District Attorney a chance to cross-exam- 
ine him when his counsel were not present. 

“T was informed by an Assistant District 
Attorney,’’ said Mr. Moss, ‘during the 
Coroner's proceedings, that Wisker would 
be indicted no matter what the verdict of 
the Coroner's jury might be. Wisker’s evi- 
dence could have been cumulative only 
anyhow. There was plenty of testimony 
showing that, owing to the condition of 
the tunnel, the signals frequently were ob- 
scured.”’ 

Mr. Moss also said that a number of wit- 
nesses, including an expert and the mem- 
bers of the Coroner’s jury, who inspected 
the tunnel, were not called before the Grand 
Jury. The District Attorney, speaking of 
what Mr. Moss had said, replied: 

‘“‘Mr. Moss is in error. The expert re- 
ferred to said that the signal system in 
the tunnel is the best on earth. Mr. Kade, 
another eminent authority, stated that 
they were as perfect as the human mind 
could invent. I have no evidence to war- 
rant resubmission.” 


WISKER INDICTMENT CONDEMNED 


Methodist Preachers Pass Resolutions 


Against Grand Jury’s Action. 

The Methodist Preachers’ Meeting, at 150 
Fifth Avenue, yesterday adopted resolu- 
tions denouncing the action of the Grand 
Jury in indicting Engineer Wisker for the 
tunnel disaster. Thé resolutions were 
moved by the Rev. Dr. J. Wesley Johnson 


of the John Street Church. The Rev. Ben- 
jamin H. Burch of the Mot* Avenue Meth- 
odist Church was asked to ‘ell the meeting 
something about the engineer. He said: 

Mr. Wisker is a member of my church, 
and he is one of the truest, cleanest, best 
men that I know. I think that great in- 
justice has been done him. He is, how- 
ever, sustained by faith in God, and last 
night he led the Epworth League meeting 
most admirably.’ 


LEGAL NOTES. 


Courts OF Equity CAN PREVENT WRONGs. 
—Harry Jones, in February, 1897, conveyed 
to his wife, Clara M. Jones, certain prem- 
ises, with the express understanding that 
she would pay two of his grandchildren 
$1,000 each. Mr. Jones was in his last 
illness at the time, not expecting to live, 
and took this method of providing for the 
two grandchildren. After the death of the 
grandfather, in May, 1897, Mrs. Jones re- 
fused to pay the grandchildren, and one of 
them, Edith M. Ahrens, brought a suit to 
declare and enforce a lien upon the real 
estate. A judgment sustaining a demurrer 
to the complaint, which was affirmed by 
the Appellate Division of this city, has 
been reversed by the Court of Appeals, 
Judge Haight, for the court of last resort, 
decides that it is apparent that the deed 
was executed in contemplation of death, 
for tlie purpose of effecting a distribution 
of the deceased's property among the per- 
sons he deemed to be the proper objects of 
his bounty. As to Mrs. Jones’s action in 
refusing to carry out the agreement she 


made with her husband, Judge Haight 
says: “‘ Her husband was sick and expect- 
ing to die; he was desirous of disposing of 
his property among the members of his 
family. She, in order to induce him to 
give her a deed ot the premises in ques- 
tion, and as part of the consideration 
therefor, agreed with him to deliver to his 
two granddaughters $1,000 each. As soon 
as he died she refused to earry out her 
promise, and now insists that she is not 
liable thereon. She thus obtains the prop- 
erty and refuses to perform her agreement. 
This is an attempt to perpetrate a fraud 
not only upon her husband, who was in- 
duced to make the gift to her by reason of 
her promise, but aiso upon the plaintiff, 
who presumably would have been other- 
wise provided for by her grandfather had 
it not been for the defendant's promise. 
it is true there is no express trust created 
by the deed, or by the promise made by 
the defendant, but notwithstanding this, a 
court of equity is not bereft of power to 
act, for it may interpose to prevent a 
wrong. and for that purpose it may declare 
the ~grantee a trustee ex maleficio for the 
protection of the grantor’s intended bene- 
ficiaries. Such a trust does not affect the 
deed, but acts upon the gift, as it reaches 
the possession of the grantee, and the 
foundation for the trust is that equity will 
then interfere and raise a trust in favor of 
the persons intended to be benefited in 
order to prevent a fraud.”’ 


MEANING OF THE Worps ‘ LAWFUL Is- 
surE.’’—The question before the Second Ap- 
pellate Division on the appeal in a partition 
suit brought by William Temple Emmet 
against Grenville Temple Emmet, and 
others, was as to the construction of the 
words “ lawful issue’ in the will of Kath- 
erine Emmet. At the time her will was 
executed Mrs. Emmet was but twenty- 
eight years of age and had only one child. 
She bequeathed her residuary estate “to 
my lawful issue to be equally divided be- 
tween them.’ She also directed her ex- 
ecutor to sell her real estate and to invest 
ithe proceeds and all other pe ersonal prop- 
erty in such manner as he may deem 
most for the interest of my child or chil- 
dren.”” Mrs. Emmet, when she died, had 
had six children, all of whom were living, 
and one of such children had a child. The 
Appellate tribunal holds that the term 
“issue "’ referred to children of the testa- 
trix and did not include grandchildren, and 
that the residuary estate should conse- 

be divided between the children 
. ‘It would be unusual, indeed,”” gays 
Suatice Hirschberg, ‘* for the court, if in 
disposing of her property by will she then 
contemplated the necessity or propriety of 
providing for possible grandchildren at the 
expense of her own children, especially 
where the living parent of such grand- 
children would be as her child an equable 
sharer in her bounty.”
